Advantage* an <1 Prospects of Yolo C ounty/’ 
recently issued hy th e County Board of 
Trade, m uch of th e following is extracted : 
( AGUE CREEK FRUIT BELT. 
T his section of Y*do county occupies 
about 10x15 miles, and i> principally west 
and north from W oodland. 
It is properly 
Cache creek delta, as some eight well- 
defined channels can he traced. 
These 
have l>ecn filled hv th e wash from the 
m ountains, form ing a gray loam and some 
sandy and gravelly soil which F from 10 
to 30 feet deep. 
No better fruit laud ex­ 
ists than this delta so il; it does not pack 
nor bake in th e sun, is easily cultivated 
and does not require irrigation, :t* it will 
retain m oisture during tlie entire -um mer. 
TREE FRUIT. 
.1 nines M oore 
planted 
a fifteen-acre 
orchard in 1858, near Caciieville. 
In 1800 
K. Bynum planted 
five acres near Mr. 
Moore. 
In 1SG1 Messrs. Sutton A: Diggs 
planted live a<*res, and the Name year John 
Laugenour set out four acres of trees. 
These were the pioneer experim ents in 
Yolo county fruit-culture. 
T he varieties 
were poor, and in many instances proved 
to be seedlings. 
T he varieties were apple, 
pear, nectarine, plum , fig, alm ond and 
peach. 
These orchards were not generally 
irrigated ; the peaches lasted fifteen year* 
and bore well where no irrigation was 
used, and only five years where w ater was 
u*cd freely. 
T he plums did well for fifteen 
or tw enty year*. 
All other varieties are 
still living and doing well. 
T he fig, apple, 
pear and alm ond were never known to tail 
to produce a good crop. 
T he fig trees have 
grown to an enormous mzc, some being two 
feet th ro u g h the trunk and forty feet high. 
Many sm all orchards 
were planted for 
family use, but not until recent years did 
th e profits of fruit-culture become appa­ 
rent, and planting of trees and vines W gin 
in earnest. 
Six yea in ago J . E. Card, four 
and a h alf miles from Cachcville, began 
planting sixty acres, and now has 7,000 
trees, 000 Lawton blackberries, 500 Black­ 
cap raspberries, 1,200 raspberries, nine 
acres straw berries, six acres are now hear­ 
ing. 
Sam uel N utting has fifteen acres 
planted to peach, p ear and prune trees. 
\aro n H arley has ten acres in B artlett 
p ars. 
Benjam in P eart, three m iles north 
of W oodland, has 40 acres in trees and 
tw enty in vines. 
Loomis, Sherm an and 
D exter all have th riv in g young orchard 
near Mr. Peart. 
J . K. fspringer has 20 
acres near Mr. Card, well set to trees of 
choir 
varieties. 
O tto S chluer and 
F. 
MartinelLi each have fifteen acres to or 
chant and vines, on th e creek, about one 
m ile from Mr. P eart. 
These orchards are 
young, having been planted w ithin the 
last five or six years. 
It is w orthy of note, 
th a t trees on lY art’s, Springers, D exter’s 
and Y erhy’s places, bore <|uite well the 
second year. 
I t i** estim ated th at M r. 
C ard will have^ 7-5 tons of apricots th is 
year. 
Mr. N u ttin g 20 tons, and Mr. P eart 
30 tons. 
BERRIES. 
Small fruit can be grown anyw here on 
tlie delta. 
These require irrigation, but 
w ater is abundant and can lie placed w here 
required at sm all cost by means of horse- 
(Miwer and steam-pumps. 
Five years ago 
J . E -C ard planted I 1 acres of straw ber­ 
ries, and the second y ear harvested 14 
tons. 
T hat year he increased th e “patch’" 
to 3 " acres, and th e following year har­ 
vested 110 tens. 
T his year from six acres, 
up to Ju n e IT.th, he has m arketed 15 tons, 
and the vines will continue to bear until 
Septem ber. 
in December, is.55, Baker .V Martin 
planted li acres, and the tAi-iwing spring 
gathered 2,650 pounds. This rear to June 
15th, they have picked six tons. There 
are now 33 acres in berrie* it- Mr. Card's 
neighborhood. A ready sale is found for 
all the fruit raised. 
Lusk A ¡son, of Oakland, have land ad­ 
joining Mr. Card, and this spring planted 
sixteen acres in strawbernes, and twelve 
*--oas each in blackberries and raspberries. 
The next two or three years will note a 
WunCerful ad vanee in berry i-ulture. 
V BGETABLES. 
In this same wctioa vegetables grow to 
perfection, and many kinds, such as 
tomatoes, potatoes, pea.- 
beans, pum: 
kins, squash. melons and early com 
not require 
irrigation. 
Ar. orehardist 
can, on this iand. raise his living among 
the trees while they are coming to ma­ 
turity. 
The fiualities of marketing Yolo 
frnit are inducing others to engage in this 
cpilu rc. 
W. M. Coward recently subdi­ 
vided .a tract of 250 acres of this bottom 
land, 
lie eold several small nieces at $100 
per acre, slid finally Messrs. Treat & Alli­ 
son, of Pan Francisco, purchased the re­ 
maining 160 arfes, intending 0> plant an 
almond orchard. Other large {rjejs ate to 


be divided and sold at prices ranging from 
£80 to $100 per acre. 
Yolo county has 
room for tw enty persons where she has one 
now, ami the dividing of large holdings is 
th e proper course to develop her resources 
and advantages. 
A gentlem an engaged in 
fruit culture gives th e following as th e 
yield in th is section: A pricots 300 pounds, 
peaches 300 pounds, pears 400 pounds, 
plum s 10(> pounds, prunes 200 pounds; tigs, 
when fifteen years old, 
1,000 p o u n d s; 
grapes, from eight to sixteen tons per aere. 
In m aking estim ates it is custom ary to 
figure 108 trees to the aere. T he longevity 
of trees is estim ated as follow s: 
A pricot 
30. pear 200, plum 30, peach 15 years. 
Most o th er fruit-bearing trees live from 12 i 
to 25 years 
RAMIE CULTURE. 
M uch attention is lieittg attracted to {|le 
cultivation of this plant recently be cause 
it is designed to take the place of im ported 
silks, and possibly may prove a p r jduet of 
th e heretofore wa-te land. J . T. M cM ahon, 
of W inters, is testing ram ie < .ulture ¡n 
Yolo, and expresses great sa t: ^faction at 
the results attained so tar. 
H .e savs ram ie 
is sim ilar to jute, but th e fib<_.r Jias ¡.reater 
strength, and 
possesses 
s 
lustre only 
equaled by th at of silk. 
I ( is used exten­ 
sively as a substitute for silk. 
T he finest 
satin and silk laces fro m Kurope contain 
over 60 per cent, ol r,m nie. 
It takes dye 
perfectly. 
The W estern Fiber ( "ompanv, 
of San Francisco, wj 11 
pay 
five cents a 
pound for ram ie, t'.nd an acre w ill produce 
2,000 pounds, w ljlclt would be $100 per 
acre. 
In L oui-jnna th e cost of cultivation 
is said to be $ 10 or $50, tints leaving a fair 
m argin or profit. 
Professor Ililgard, of th e S tate U niver­ 
sity, is authority for the statem ent that 
ram ie is grown successfully oil the alkali 
lands of San Joaquin county. 
M r. Darby, 
of Bakersfield, has several acres growing in 
swamp land somewhat sim ilar to Yolo tule 
land. 
T he plants are perennial, and are 
said to live and produce for fifteen years. 
T he estim ate m ade by Mr. M cM ahon of 
2.000 pounds per acre must lie taken as the 
m inim um , as o th er experim ents do not 
hesitate in placing the product of an acre 
at from 2,000 to 8,000 pounds. 
If, as esti­ 
m ated, ram ie can lie cultivated on Yolo 
swamp lands, it would prove an unexpect­ 
ed source of protit and w ealth th at would 
add greatly to the rem unerative industries 
of Yolo county. 
SCENERY. 
M any sections of California outrival 
Yolo in the grandeur of scenery, but for 
diversified scenery on a lim ited scale, few 
counties present a Itetter show ing than th at 
of Yolo. T he accompanying cu t of Moore’s 
Dam, on Cache creek, five m iles from 
W oodland, is a true representation of w liat 
nature has done in the way of em bellish­ 
ing Yolo w ater courses. A thousand scenes 
of interest may be seen, not only along 
Cache creek, but upon th e banks of the 
Sacram ento and 
through th e length of 
Capav and Pleasants valleys.

Among those who are prom inently en­ 
gaged in raisin-m aking we refer with 
pleasure to R. 15. Blowers, of W oodland, 
th e pioneer in th e business; H enry Bros., 
of B lacks; (J. G. Briggs, of W oodland; 
D. A. Jackson and X. Wyekoff, of W ood­ 
land. 
These, and m any others, are en­ 
gaged extensively in th e production of 
raisins, having vineyards containing from 
10 to 320 acres of vines, th at neither th e 
old nor new world can excel. 


A V A L U A R LE V A LLEY . 


From a recent issue of the Valley Chroa- 
itlr,_ published at St. ( liarles, 111., the fol­ 
lowing interesting extract is taken. 
It i- 
from th e pen of Rev. S, J ). Belt, and may 
be regarded as the opinion in great part of 
a disinterested spectator. A t any rate, the 
idea therein advanced is opportune, be­ 
cause it is already widely indorsed. 
T his 
w riter say s: 
“ Six m onths ago 1 
hinted to Illinois 
friends who were looking hereaways th at 
whoever would buy land in Capav valley 
soon would get a treasure. 
T hen alm ost 
every farm er was w illing to sell a t prices 
which w heat-growing lands were w orth. 
Since th at tim e a syndicate by its agents 
has quietly purchased nearly the entire 
valley, organized a railroad company, sur­ 
veyed, and last 
week began building, a 
railroad through th e valley, and will, of 
course, oiler th eir lands to settlers in the 
near future. 
“ H aving just been favored w ith a car­ 
riage ride through th is valley, 1 would like 
to transfer my impressions to any of the 
throng ol Eastern people wlto look or come 
to ( alifornia, not for lioom and craze of 
speculation, but for homes and domestic 
comforts. 
( a pay valley lies in the Coast 
Range, in th e western part of Yolo county, 
is about tw enty miles in length hv two to 
three m iles in w idth, and at its southern 
extrem ity opens into the great Sacram ento 
valley about eighteen m iles west from 
W oodland, th e countv-seat of Yolo county.

feet, 
w ith 
m any a sm all glen and tillable slope, 
or pretty notch, all which need

and progressive ideas, who w ill assist in 
building up our schools, churches and 
public institutions. 
F ourth— W e want men capable 
and 
w illing to assist 
in building up m anu­ 
facturing industries. 
Xu better opening 
can he found than in W oodland for build­ 
ing a woolen m ill, a tannery, a m ach in e 
shop, a foundry, a carriage factory and a 
cannery. 
A ll these industries are neg­ 
lected, not for th e lack o f money, but be­ 
cause more of spirit and enterprise, as well 
as of money, are necessary to build up 
such enterprises successfully. 
Fifth— T he m arket for fine stuck is ever 
a good one. 
Fine horses, cows and -beep 
can be raised here at good profit, and yet 
b ut lew persons attem pt to profit by en­ 
gaging in this business. 
S ix th —W e want 
colonists; 
men 
of 
families, of some little means who are 
w illing to undertake th e task of develop­ 
ing the h ill and m ountain lands, or who 
will buy large tracts of valley lands and 


twelves m onths in th e rear shed their 
blooming fragrance. 
H ere th e rose is a 
perpetual bloomer. 
T he garden is a poor 
one, indeed, if you cannot enter it in the 
dreariest days of w inter or th e hottest in 
sum m er and gather a bouquet of choicest 
flowers of great variety. 
To those accus­ 
tomed to snow and ice and frozen ground, 
all this may - s-in a fairy tale; it is but an 
evidence of clim atic difference. 
If men de­ 
sire a home in such a country, they will do 
well to visit Yolo county before they have 
made a settlem ent.

th e quality is now here excelled, lie will 
find further reason why he should locate in 
our section, instead of- going south. 
If he 
will compare the dry, lig h t atm osphere, 
when the tem perature is 100°. w ith th e 
damp, sultry and oppressive atm o-phere, 
w ith a tem perature of 00°, he will observe 
how the form er invigorates and th e latter 
depresses th e system ; it he w ill oliserve 
the almost total alísem e of frost, the entire 
freedom from snow and sleet, and the av­ 
erage rainfall, he will find fu rth er induce­ 
m ents for investing money in Yolo’s cheap 
ami productive lands.

T he cost of construction of the ditches 
was as follows: 
N orth Bloomfield, $708,

Since th e above table was compiled 
much work has been done in extending 
some o f these ditches, digging branch 
canals, etc., and now the ram ifications of 
th e w ater system of X evada county extend 
to nearly every jiart of the county lying 
south of and fe-low th e reservoirs and 
lakes, and where there is land to be irri­ 
gated th e w ater can, in nearly all cases, he 
supplied hy one or more of these com pa­ 
nies. 
M uch of the land can, however, be 
m ade to grow profitable orchards and vine­ 
yards 
WITHOUT IRRIGATION, 
And th is on several varieties of soils. 
T his has been tried many times, and w ith 
uniform success. 
Thorough* cultivation 
and care is enough to assure success in 
m any, in fact in all parts of the county, 
where the clayey nature of the soil keeps 
it moist throughout th e year. 
The water 
supply of this region is undoubtedly far 
ahead of any other. 


T H E T IM B E R SU PPLY . 
In a well-timbered region such as this is 
fuel is an item over which the settler does 
not worry. Oak, pine, spruce, fir, cedar— 
all the woods used for fuel—grow upon the 
higher lands, and in the lower foothills oak 
and pine are plentiful. 
In the towns wood 
can be obtained at a fair and reasonable 
price, the price varying with the kind and 
length of the wood. This suggests the 
timber supply, of which a short notice is 
enough, for it has already been referred to 
more than onc-e in this article. But it can 
be truthfully said that it is practically in­ 
exhaustible, the heavy forests of the moun­ 
tains having apparently suffered very little 
from the ax of the woodman and the saw­ 
mill owner. 
Lumber is abundant an»l held 
at a fair price. Oak, however, though 
plentiful in the foothill sections, disappear- 
in the higher altitudes. 
QUALITIES OF SOIL. 
The soil of N evada county varies, as its 


character depends m uch upon th e forma­ 
tion of the bedrock and the topography of 
th e country. 
M uch of it, where the gran­ 
ite bedrock 
is near the surface, looks 
sterile, but experience has dem onstrated 
th a t it is rich in chem ical elem ents w hich 
are essential to th e healthy growth of trees 
and vines. 
T he soil may be divided into 
I', iur v arieties: 
F irst— A soil composed of granite and 
alluvial soil, and having th e qualities 
m entioned above. 
Second— The loamy soil of the hillsides, 
which, in its original state, is covered by 
trees and chaparral. 
W hen cleared and

not be overlooked, as it enables th e farm er 
to adapt it to th e growing of different 
crops, th e principal crop, however, being 
hay, for w hich there is a ready m arket a t 
from $1 8 to $25 per ton, according to the 
kind and quality.

finds that little protection for his cattle, 
-heep and hors*'.- are required; a shed gen­ 
erally being all th at is needed except in 
exceptional seasons. 
In sum m er large 
herds are driven into the higher m oun­ 
tains, near Cisco and E m igrant G ap, and 
th riv e there till autum n. 
Choice breeds 
of cattle have been introduced in many 
localities, and this tendency is increasing. 
T he Seventeenth 
D istrict A gricultural 
Fair, which is held in Septem ber of each 
year a t Glenbrook, between X evada City 
and G rass Valley, has don»' much to aid in 
this direction.

MINING INDUSTRIES. 
Nevada county has been, and still is, 
famous for its m ineral wealth. 
Countless 
beds of auriferous gravel and a still larger 
num ber of gold-bearing quartz ledges have 
m ade the nam e of this county a synonym 
for all that expresses richness in gold. No­ 
where else w ithin the State has there been 
found a region as abounding in the precious 
m ineral as Xevada county. 
From th e tim e 
of the discovery of gold upon the Y uba 
river by Jonas Spect, and upon Deer creek 
by Janies W. M arshall, in 18-19, till a few 
years ago, gold m ining was the principal 
industry of the county. 
The prim itive 
pan was followed by tbe rocker, theground- 
sluice, the long-torn, the sluice, and at last 
the powerful and obedient m onitor came 
into use, am i the great beds of rich gravel 
were torn open and tbe golden sand rescued 
from the im jirisonm ent of ages to become 
the broad, shining coin of the realm , and 
bring happiness to m any a hom e through­ 
out the world. T ais change from the pan 
to the “ little giant,” the long stone or 
block-paved sluice and ponderous, com pli­ 
cated m achinery of the present tim e was 
the result of necessity and enterprise. 
T hen quartz m ining began to attract atten­ 
tion, and from the first rude wooden-stein 
m ills of tbe early years the complicated

THE FAMOUS SUGAíl HACIENDA 
OF 1ÍUKES HE MOX^ELEONE.

M exico, August 12, 1887. 
About s jx uhTcs from ('aemavaca, near 
the Indi.au village Aeapancingo, i~ a fam­ 
ous ha-ierxiF. which -till belongs to lineal 
desce ndant* of the Cortez family, known 
in t'ne la-í century as the Dukes do M011- 
te’jeone. 
It is one of the finest sugar plan­ 
tations-to all Mexico, its average yield be­ 
ing 71*0,000 pounds per annum—besides 
coffee, tobacco, bananas, pine-apples and 
other products. 
The name of the hacienda is Atlaca- 
muieo, and like many others in this coun­ 
try, is a little kingdom within itself, quite 
r: dependent of the rest of the world. 
Its 
s'ort-liko walls have withstood unnumbered 
raids by robbers and revolutionists, and 
within them are buildings and jK-ople 
enough to form a respectable 
village. 
Here men, peons and horses are reckoned 
by the hundred, and the owner thereof is 
absolute monarch of all lie surveys. 
Be­ 
sides fields of sugar-cane, stretching far as 
the eye can reach, are coffee groves with 


F IF T Y TIIOUSANTl VIGOROUS TREKS, 
(So the overseer tells us) putting forth 
white blossoms, green fruit and ripened 
berries at once; while beyond, stretching 
away to the distant hills, are plains where 
uncounted heads of cattle and hoiss-s roam 
at will. 
Even the far-nff hills, with their 
lodes of precious metal, and the mining 
hamlets clustered among them, belong to 
the same estate; besides miles of uninhab­ 
ited valleys and untrodden canyons where 
deer, quail, pumas* and other game make 
happy hunting-grounds. 
There is a great rasa for boiling the 
sugar, whose furnaces blaze night and day 
from year to year; an immense abobe 
house containing machinery for extracting 
the juices of the cane; refining rooms, dry­ 
ing sheds, etc., all on the most generous 
scale. 
Then there Is another big mill for 
separating coffee beaus from the chaff; 
sheds in which coffee is dried and assorted; 
a distillery where aguardiente (rum) is 
made from the refuse of the sugar m ills; 
besides enormous granaries, barns, stables, 
store-houses and bakeries; a small church 
belonging to the estate ; a “ store” for sup­ 
plying the peons with every necessity from 
bacon to prayer-books; machine shojis, a 
smithy, where farm implements are re­ 
paired and horses shot!—in short, every 
requisite for sustaining several hundred 
people with no assistance front the outside 
world. 
Truly, to be a Mexican haciendado 
on this magnificent plan is better t ban to 
be an old world prince. 
Sugar was unknown to the ancient 
Aztecs, who made syrup from wild honey 
and the juice of the omnipresent century 
plant, or maguey. 
Sugar-cane was first 
brought by the Spaniards to the Canary 
islands, then to Santo Domingo, thence to 
Culm, and naturally soon afterwards to 
Mexico. 
Though 
Cortez’s descendants 
claim that the entire credit belong to their 
illustrious ancestor, it is a fact that the 
first sugar-canes were planted in this coun­ 
try in 1520 by one Sonor Don IVdro de 
Atienza. The first sugar-mills built by 
the Spaniards were worked by hydranli’e 
wheels, not, as now, by horses or mules; 
and the first cylinders were constructed bv 
(ionzalo de Yelosa. Baron Ilumboldt, who 
examined 
CORTEZ’ MILL, 
Tells us that the conqueror left several 
flourishing sugar plantations near Cuyoa- 
can, in the \ alley of Mexico, where now 
(owing, it is supposed, to the cutting down 
of the forests,) it is too cold for any cane 
to grow. 
Most of our three days’ stay at Atlaca- 
mulco was spent out of door--, 
everv 
meal 
except the e?,7iy chocolate served 
in bed—" Us eaten under the limes and 
pomegranates of the courtyard, or in the 
adjacent garden. 
The latter was one of 
the most beautiful 1 have seen in this land 
of lieautiful gardens. 
Its lemons, oranges, 
olives, aguacates and other tropical fruits 
blend their green branches and odorous 
blossoms into natural arches, so thick that 
even the southern sun cannot penetrate 
them by a single goldeu arrow. 
Springs 
of clear water are directed all over the 
plantation for irrigation purposes, mid in 
the garden their courses are broken by arti­ 
ficial cascades and waterfalls, fringed by 
ferns and lilies, the path- upon either side 
bordered by pansies arid hedges of rose-trees. 
Kilby red cardinals, 
golden candeleras, 
paroquets, and other bright-winged birds 
are forever pluming themselves in the cool 
shadows, but it is a |>eculiarity of these 
gorgeously-feathered tribes of the tropics 
that none of them can sing as well as the 
plainest brown bird of the North. 
Atlacamulco 
has 
another attraction, 
very rare in the cactus country—that of 
rich soft grass. 
Rejecting the customary 
hammocks, we stretched ourselves upon it 
and luxuriated in the warm air heavv 
with perfumes, and wished that life might 
last forever in such an Eden. 
About 
twelve miles from this hacienda lie the 
wonderful but little known 


RUINS OF XOCIIICALCO. 
W hie^ione who come this way should 
fail tnxee. 
The best route by which to 
reach them follows the celebrated “ Aca­ 
pulco trail” to the Indian hamlet called 
Xóchitl (the flower), or to the adjacent 
hacienda of the same name, where a guide 
and horses may be obtained. 
For more 
than three hundred years the highway be­ 
tween that southern port and Mexico city 
was constantly trodden by countless burros 
laden with merchandise. 
But since new 
ro u te s have been oi**ned across the conti­ 
nent, picturesque Acapulco, which in 
'den times was a busy maritime city, has 
fallen into comparative disuse. 
To it 
• ame, and from it sailed, all those historic 
galleons which performed their portion of 
the voyage lie tween the Indies and Spain. 
The voyage between Manila and the Mex­ 
ican coast occupied six months, and on ar­ 
riving there the rich freightage was trans­ 
ported overland by a thousand donkeys, 
and such portion a.s was not sold in the 
City of Mexico was sent to VeraCruz, and 
there reshipped for Spain. 
History tells 
us that the cargo of a single galleon fre­ 
quently reached the value of two million 
dollars; and as but one ship arrived in a 
year, its advent was anxiously looked for 
by every class of people as weÚ as by mer­ 
chants and marines. 
It brought calico and 
muslins, silks, crape, jiearls aud spices; and 
carried back gold, silver, cochineal, cocoa, 
and sometimes, a few monks or hidalgos as 
passengers. 
Every body reuieudiers the 
charming picture of those golden davs 
given by Bret ljart in his “LostiirUeon:” 
sixteen hundred and forty-one. 
T he regular y c t-ly galleon, 
i.t’clen with odorous gum and spice. 
liid ia cotton an c India rice. 
A c ! th e richest si' ka of la r C athay. 
n ar. due at Acapulco bay 
The tra in s w ere w aiting inside th e w alls. 
T he wives o f sailors thronged the tow n. 
T he trad ers sat by t t e i r em pty stalls. 
A n d th e Viceroy hi n self cam e dow n. 
But far more ancient and interesting i 
than institutions of trade between Spain 
and the Indies is Xochicalco, the “ Hill of 
Mowers," and the ruin* which cover ¡ l 
The hill is about 300 feet high, and its 
base is surrounded by very distinct trates 
of u deep, wide ditch. 
Five spiral ter­ 
races mount to its summit, th* walls that 
support them being built of utouc joined 
by cement, and still quite pe rfect. 
At reg­ 
ular distances, as if to buttress those ter­ 
races, are well-preserved remains of bul­ 
’ 
’ 
’ like 


journeyed from their capital in this ditec- 
tion, 
_ 
Everyone must be His own t.olumbus 
and explore for himself a path among 
the rugged hills of Xochicalco, through 
fields thickly strewn with volcanic debris 
and jiast the open shafts of many an 
abandoned mine, which show that silver 
has once ticen found here—and may be 
again when Yankee enterprise and capital 
come to dig deeper than the lazy Span­ 
iards. 
As one slowly climbs up the terraced 
slopes of the great hill, the intense heat 
which has tortured him below gradually 
gives place to cooling breezes, and a glori­ 
ous prospect is unfolded—chiefly of bar­ 
ren hills and plains, divided everywhere 
with deep barrancas, and two lovely lakes 
to the southward. (ireat stones are scat­ 
tered all around, most ol them exactly 
seven feet long by three feet broad; and 
all the blocks of porphyry which inclose 
the building, and perhaps encased the en­ 
tire cerro, were brought from a great dis­ 
tance and up this steep liight—doubtless 
hv hand, or rather by back. 
The stones 
of the crowning structure are laid upon 
each other without cement, and kept in 
place by their own weight alone, -and as 
most of them are elaborately sculptured, 
there is no'question that the basto riliero 
were cut after the pyramid was erected. 
I wish I could give you a picture of 
some of the strange carvings—grotesque 
warriors in battle array, beasts whose 
likeness never existed ou earth, twisted 
serpents 
and uuguessable symbols, all 
wrought with utmost care by 


U N K N O W N W ORK K E N 
Many centuries ago. 
Standing apart, as 
it does, far from every other group in 
Mexico, this ruin is little visited—hut 
really deserves the closer attention because 
of its isolated position aud unique decora- 
rations. 
About thirty years ago a cele­ 
brated antiquarian wrote of it as follows: 
“ Who the builders of this pyramid 
were, no one can tell. There is no tradi­ 
tion of them, or of this temple, for it has 
outlasted both history and memory. 
Xo 
one w ho examines the figures with which it 
is coated can fail to connect the designs with 
the people who dwelt and worshiped in 
the temples and palaces of distant Uxmal 
and Palenque.” 
By far the best description 1 have seen 
was that by Fred Ober, the graphic writer 
and indefatigable antiquarian, who, in his 
excellent liook called “ Travels in Mexico,” 
savs: " After we had visited and examined 
the massive structure of the summit, my­ 
self and the missionary crept over the hill 
by a narrow path, through the thick brush, 
and found a black bole, leading under­ 
ground to a great cavern. 
This series of 
vaults was partiallv explored, by order of 
the Government, nearly fifty years ago; 
hut the superstitions of the Indians (who 
believed them haunted by the spirits of 
their ancestors) prevented a thorough ex­ 
amination. 
“ We investigated the chambers as far 
as w e could, by the aid of a sputtering 
candle, and were lost in wonder at their 
bight and extent. The old explorers men­ 
tion a ‘cupola’ of cut stones, gradually 
diminishing in size as they neared the top, 
and forming a lieautiful mosaic, with an 
aperture through the roof of the cavern 
which w as supposed to lead to the temple 
above. 
This we found in the center of the 
main saloon (which is 00 feet long), hut it 
was divested of its wrought stone. Instead, 
we found that the walls and floor were 
covered with a very hard anil smooth ce­ 
ment. 
“ Although these crypts may have some 
connection with the temples on the summit 
of the hill, yet the two caves which we en­ 
tered were in a rerrilo (little hill) at a short 
distance from that supporting El Castillo. 
Chill and damp were these corridors, 
though outside was the terrible heat of a 
Mexican midsummer noon. 


SCORPIONS AN1» SERPENTS 
Are said to lurk here— at least, that is the 
excuse the Indians gave for not wishing to 
explore the dangerous passage—flaut we 
saw none.” 
« 
In the journey back to Cuernavaca we 
went bv a slightly different roüie, but 
found little of interest except a solitary In­ 
dian village whose denizens seemed to 
sillín us, and an ancient bridge spinning a 
deep ravine by a single arch, and just 
wide enough, without an inch to spare, 
for our horses to walk across. Tratfition as­ 
serts that this bridge was made by A e same 
ancient tribes who huilded El Castillo, and 
that it was used by them on their frequent 
pilgrimages to and from the vale of Ana- 
nuac. 
It is by no means improbable, as 
the arch is not that of the present day, 
but nearly approaching those seen in the 
Maya ruins of Yucatan. Great age is in­ 
dicated in every feature of this most siu- 
;ular bridge, and its workmanship is ent­ 
irely different front the Aztec, Sj*nish, or

Could a foreigner 
have looked in and seen the second Presi­ 
dent of the United States at his sufficient, 
but simple and unostentatious meal, the 
central figure in the group of his own 
family, it must have beett confessed that 
his manner of life presented a perfect pat­ 
tern for a republican chief magistrate in 
retirement.”

Tn :i treatise upon olive growing, recently 
published by Adolphe Elamant, of Napa, 
appears the following upon the cultivation 
of olive trees and the manufacture of the 
product into oil, ote.: 
The olive tree is reproduced in different 
ways: 
by the seed, by the simple cutting, 
by the ramified cutting, by suckers that 
shoot from the trunk, and by the woody 
excrescences which form on tlie hark of the 
upper roots of old trees. 
Let us liegin with the reproduction by 
the seed. 
It must lie first understood that an olive 
tree so grown has to he grafted, as it would 
otherwise remain a wild tree, giving tints 
but a poor and small product. 
Oil the 
other hand it is well known that through 
the medium of a seed a tree is more vigor­ 
ous, has a mure lasting power, resists better 
colil weather, and is less delicate on the 
choice of soil than those grown from cut­ 
tings. 
For all such reasons this is the 
mode most generally in use in the olive 
regions of Euro|>e. 
But when the olive tree is so robust by 
nature, so little scrupulous with regard to 
the choice of soil, enjoys such remarkable 
longevity, and has 
no excessive cold 
weather to fear in California, should it be 
raised by us from the seed instead of the 
cutting, when by the first mode we have 
to wait ten or twelve years for the product, 
as against four or five years by the second? 
Moreover, grafting, witich becomes in­ 
dispensable when the tree is raised from 
the seed, giving it thus additional vigor, 
can just as well, if so desired, be applied 
to the tree grown from the cutting without 
losing thereby the advantages derived from 
this last inode of reproduction. 
Coutance, who pronounces himself in 
favor of the seed, tells us that the plant 
lias to remain at least seven years in nur­ 
sery, and that after being grafted it re­ 
quires three more years before it liegin* to 
bear fruit. 
Reyuand tells us also that he lias seen in 
France, in the county of Ardeche, as also 
at Cannes and in the Uvera islands, olive 
trees raised from seed : that they were ready 
to be grafted, hut that this result hail 
required seven years. 
He, however, adds 
that the reproduction of the tree by seed 
lias been found so slow t hat it seems puerile 
to have recourse to it. 
Amoureitx affirms that this method is 
of an excessive slowness and of very little 
practical use. 
Charles Etienne and Liebault concur in 
saying that it is time and money lost to 
employ this method. 
In Elwood Cooper's treatise on olive 
culture we also find that when the tree is 
raised from seed it ha* to remain seven 
years in the nursery, but that when grown 
from the cutting it bears as early in Euro|ie 
as it does in California. 
Riondet explains to us how the young 
olive tree, raised from seed, develops al­ 
ways a long tap-root, which constitutes its 
principle and often its only sup|>ort; and 
that when transplanting it to a permanent 
a site, after a long stay in the nursery, the 
cutting of said 
tap-root, then becomes 
indispensable, inflicts upon its system a 
serious injury from which it is likely to 
suffer for years. 
It seems thus established that the olive 
tree grown from the seed—which is the 
method most generally followed in the 
regions ol Europe where the severe winters 
experienced occasionally make it desirable 
to render the tree as hardy as possible— lias 
to be kept about seven years in nursery, 
and that at its transplantation it will ex­ 
perience a severe check which will be the 
natural result of meddling with it* tap­ 
root, as also of cutting back it* top.. 
Is it then at all surprising that a half 
generation should pass before the olive tree 
so produced reaches hearing ? Many people 
who have not carefully studied olíve cult­ 
ure seem to believe that this is an inevi­ 
table result. 
We shall see bv further ex­ 
planations that it is not. 
Let us pass now to the consideration of 
the propagation of the olive by cuttings. 
W'e would state in common with Coutance, 
Amoureux, Riondet, DuBreuil, Reynatid 
and many others, that a, cutting coming 
from an olive tree that lias beeii grafteil, 
and of a good variety, needs no grafting. 
This operation is however necessary when 
the cutting from a grafted tree is derived 
from a point below the place where graft­ 
ing was efleetcd. 
These cuttings can be made like those of 
a vine or any other cutting, only with th is 
difference, that the olive tree being an 
evergreen, one or more sets of leaves should 
be left on. 
It is difficult safely to cut the large trun­ 
cheons, because, when taken from the tree, 
or even when cut a little to freshen the 
lmtt-end at plantation, there is danger of 
crushing the bark, which has the effect of 
imperiling theirstarting, and which, should 
they grow, may produce rot. To plant 
them directly in permanent sites is to run 
the risk of losing a great many, as has 
happened to several parties I could name. 
If, on the other hand, they are placed in 
nursery in preference to much smaller cut­ 
tings, their tap-root will he so developed, 
even only after a year of stay therein, that 
it will lie necessary to cut it back when 
they are to be transplanted, which will re­ 
duce their ultimate chances of growth, and 
will at least make them languid and sicklv 
for a. year or two. 
But the smaller the 
’ cuttings are when placed in the nursery, 
the less will be the chances at transporta­ 
tion within a year of disturbing their root 
system, which will necessarily be less de­ 
veloped. 
These smaller cuttings, from six to eight 
inches long, are generally raised in boxes 
under glass, where they take very readily ; 
or in open ground in nursery when from 
eight to twelve inches long; but there 
their growth is very precarious. 
When 
ready for transplantation within n year the 
whole root system can lie taken with the 
soil adhering to it and placed in the 
ground without disturbing it, and especi­ 
ally without exposing it to the air. 
I consider this last point of great im­ 
portance, for it is well known that all 
evergreen trees, whose vegetation is nearly 
always active, are of a very difficult trans­ 
plantation. 
The slightest exposure of 
their roots to the air renders t he starting 
in their new places very doubtful. 
Any­ 
one who lias had occasion to transplant 
eucalyptus, laurels, orange trees, etc., must 
be acquainted with this fact. 
In support of this theory I extract the 
following from a recent article of the 
Phu nix Herald, giving a few sensible hints 
ou the setting out of an orange orchard : 
" 1 he greatest care must be exercised in 
transplanting the orange not to allow the 
small thread-like roots of the tree to l»e- 
come dry, for the moment t hey do so the tree 
is gone. 
The roots must be carefully damp­ 
ened tili the tree is safe in the ground. 
Ibis is one of the most important items to 
be observed in transplanting.” 
fh e olive i* just as delicate to handle as 
the orange tree, so that the older it is and 
the more developed its root system, the 
more danger it presents in transplantation, 
when even the most careful precautions 
will not always secure success. 
I lie small trees, when one vear old, will 
develop with astonishing 
vigor 
when 
planted in their permanent site*-; their 
tap-roots will sink rapidly; they will stand, 
without suffering,drought and hot weather, 
and not more tifuu one in every two or three 
hundred will fail to gr ,w. 
Not onlv had I 
occasion to verify this, but I iiave also ob­ 
served that when so planted, without ex­ 
periencing any amputation of their roots 
and branches, they will overtake in life and 
vigor before two or three years, those 
which, planted older and larger, have had 
to undergo the mutilations which are 
rendered necessary by their greater age, 
and a consequently more developed root 
system. 
W. G. Glee, in a bulletin of the Univer­ 
sity of California, says that the mode of re­ 
production by la r g e cuttings is liable to 
several objections, 
lie claims, justly, that 
there will never be sd £ne a root system 
developed as by starting fhe trees from 
60'“!! herbaceous cuttings. 
.He recoin- 


mends to take from young growing trees 
: tin young tops, when neither very soft uor 
j perfectly hard, having three to four sets of 
i leaves, and to put them in a little frame 
with sand, where they are to be given a 
few waterings during the course of a month, 
lie states that in three or four months the 
little cuttings will have rooted, and in a 
few months more will lie found ready to 
set out. 
He adds that olive trees planted 
in the Santa Cruz mountains were propa­ 
gated in this manner, that they received 
no irrigation after setting outj and that 
they have formed a beautiful root system. 
Frank A. Kiruhal, of National City, 
Kan Diego county, tell* us also that he has 
in no case succeeded with large cuttings, 
and that he has obtained but meager re­ 
sults in planting twenty inches deep. 
He 
tried with all kinds of cuttings, from three 
feet down to eight and ten inches only, 
and he finds the latter preferable. 
The mode thus recommended by Mr. 
Klee, by Mr. Kimball and others, is iu 
perfect harmony witli what 1 have done, 
and which lias enabled me to obtain an 
excellent root system in less than a vear. 
Having had frequent occasions to compare 
it with others, I do not hesitate to pro­ 
nounce^ it a* the one method capable of 
producing most 
vigorous trees, which, 
within four or five years, will he from ten 
to twelve feet hitzh. and will begin to pro­ 
duce a few gallons of olives. 
1 have knowledge of the fact that several 
persons have planted olive cuttings in 
nursery, and have met with but very 
meager results. 
I think J can give them 
possibly the reason for it. 
The olive, as already said, is an ever­ 
green tree. It has two very distinct yearly 
vegetations, one called the spring vegeta­ 
tion, the otiier the fall vegetation. 
It is 
thus that under our fine ami quite excep­ 
tional climate, whew the winters are fre­ 
quently very mild, its vegetation knows 
scarcely any cessation. 
If the cuttings 
are not taken from the tree during one of 
those *hort periods of repose—which varv 
according to seasons—and are not placed 
in the nursery within a reasonable time, 
say from one to two weeks, there is danger 
of the vitality in most of them dving out 
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and the loss will easily reach 30, 40 el­ 
even 50 per cent., and possibly still more. 
In this respect, the cuttings of the olive 
tree differ front those of the vine, which 
can he cut immediately after the fall of the 
leaves, w hen vegetation comes to a stand­ 
still, and which can he kept buried in the 
ground until March or April, without 
interfering with their starting when spring 
comes. 
I or the reasons here suggested it can he 
understood why those who have attempted 
to reproduce the olive tree from cuttings 
which were not recently cut from the tree, 
and who have performed that operation at 
a season of the year when the sap was too 
active, have realized such poor results. 
I 
know of some parties whose loss has 
reaccd 80 and 00 per cent., and twoof them 
who did not succeed with a single cutting. 
I can see no other cause for it than the one 
1 have just mentioned. Let us now pass in 
review other modes of propagation. 
Cuttings can be made from the suckers 
that grow from the base of the tree, but if 
they are taken below the grafting point of 
trees raised from the seed they w ill have to 
be grafted. 
'1 lie olive tree is also reproduced front the 
woody excrescences that form generally on 
the trunk of old trees. 
This mode of 
propagation, which carries with it the muli- 
lationof the trunk of a tree, is possible ojilv 
ill the countries where old trees are to be 
found, while from young trees, of which 
there will soon he plenty in California, 
cuttings can be easily procured through the 
ordinary process of pruning, which thus 
proves beneficial to them, instead of being 
a source of mutilation. 
This alone should 
l>e a sufficient reason for the general adop­ 
tion in this country of so rational a mode 
of propagation. 


HOW TO PR E SE R V E OLIVES. 
Writing upon this subject F. Pohndorfi' 
in a recent article says: 
There are several systems of pickling 
olives. 
For this purpose the fruit is gath­ 
ered green ; this i* particularly the case 
with tin* big-sized, tine olives imported 
from Seville, Malaga and from French and 
Italian ports. 
Other varieties of small 
size and nice tasting arc gathered nearlv 
ripe for pickling. 
Fu pickle or sweeten 
them the olives are put in fresh water for 
five or six days, changing the water each 
day four or five times. 
When thus they 
have lost the hitter ta*te, they are put in a 
basin lull of brine,keeping them immersed 
fully in the same. Frequently some fennel 
is put on top. 
After sixty days the olive 
will lie fit tor use, aud keep until next 
year, 
if the olives are to be used quickly, 
they may he opened, and the stone taken 
out previous to being put in water, and 
after having been kept in 
frequently 
changed water for four or five days, to he 
left in lye for six or eight days, when they 
may he eaten either alone or with oil anil 
vinegar, like a salad. 
Another way to pickle is putting the 
olives in lye, not long enough to penetrate 
the whole of the pulp, and when appear­ 
ing to he free of the Hitter taste, leaving 
them four or five days in water, to lie 
changed two or three times daily. 
They 
may be kept, put into salt water. 
Fennel, 
mace, corriander seed, rosewood, cloves 
and cinnamon may be added for flavoring. 
Olives for drying should be fully ripe, 
left in the sun for fifteen or twenty’ days, 
and a little salt he put on them; or they 
may he placed in a basket with a stratum 
of salt, where after a day the vegetable 
water sweats out, and five or six days later 
they may be eaten, being a fine nourishing 
condiment, or rather a substitute for meat. 
I he dried olives are kept in families for 
use all the year round, and by soaking in 
water, after they are swollen to their orig­ 
inal size, beoome very palatable.

If reckoned at 
the value of the stater siebus it would give 
hi® in coin $6,036,000, and with slaves and 
land* in proportion, a wealth of over $120,­ 
000,000. This man Pvthius, without touch­ 
ing his silver or gold, entertained at the 
city of Celieme the army of Xerxes, over 
5,0(H),000 strong, 
in 
his 
invasion oí 
Greece, and on a previous occasion made 
King Darius, Xerxes’ father, a magnificent 
present—a gold plane tree anil vine. 
This 
Pvthius, then, wa* the wealthiest man in 
the world, and it is doubtful if there lias 
been any one, before or since, to equal him.

HOLIDAYS IN ENGLAND.

Primarily in the interests of bank­ 
ers’ clerks, as making hills of exchange and 
all documents promising to pay—due the 
day before—hut generally in the interests 
of tiie great public, Sir John I.ubbock per­ 
formed a beneficent act. 
The Stock Ex­ 
change lias its three special holidays on 
the first .days of January, May and Novem­ 
ber, in addition to the bank holidays ; and 
the Government offices do honor to tlxe 
Guceu’s birthday by closing on that day, so 
that it cannot be said that London is ex­ 
ceptionable badly off for holidays, though 
an idea seems to prevail that we are be-

W hen the M enu onium w as iu all its glory,” 
may have all this emotion for nothing. 
The art treasures of tlie South Kensington 
Museum, the paintings of theold masters in 
the National Gallery, the Natural History 
Museum, and the National Portrait Collec­ 
tion are all free, and the natural lieanties 
of tin* Royal Gardens at Kew, were last 
Monday enjoyed by 80,000 visitors without 
fee.

necessary, b ut it was alw ays ex iste n t; and 
as the people them selves were to determ ine 
w hat ‘ should constitute em ergency and 
w hat necessity, these qualifications were 
im pertinent. 
T hough liable at tim es to 
the grossest abuse, I found this senti­ 
m ent 
latent 
am ong 
widely 
spread 
and intelligent people, but i n ' a form so 
anom alous th a t few w ould adm it to them ­ 
selves its presence am ong their convictions. 
* 
F inding on these Pacific shores, 
in a degree superior to any elsew here ap­ 
pearing in the annals of the race, this phase 
of arbitrary powe- as displayed by the m an v 
popular 
tribunals here 
engendered, 
I 
pressed inquiry in that direction, and these 
c m ines are the result. 
It is all history; 
and though herein I som etim es indulge in 
details w hich m ight swell unduly exact 
historical narration, I have felt constrained 
to om it m ore facts and illustrations that I 
have given. 
These om issions, however, 
are not m ade at random , or to the injury of 
th e work. And the m aterial was abundant. 
Besides printed books, m anuscripts, and the 
several journals of the period advocating 
th e opposite 
sides 
of 
the 
question, 
I was fortunate enough to secure all the 
an hievesof the San Francisco Com m ittee 
of V igilance of 1851, and to obtain free ac­ 
cess to the volum inous records and docu­ 
m ents of the great Com m ittee of 1856. 
W ell know ing that the hidden work of the 
3everai dem onstrations could only be ob 
tained from the m ouths of their executive 
officers, I took copious dictations from 
those who had played the m ost prom inent 
parts in the tragedies. 
From one m em ber 
I learned w hat occurred on a given occasion 
at the point w here he happened to be; from 
another, w hat was taking place at the sam e 
tim e at another point of observation ; and 
so on, gathering from each som ething the 
others did not know or rem em ber. By 
putting 
all 
together I 
was 
enabled 
to 
com plete 
the 
picture 
of 
w hat 
were 
otherw ise 
a conglom eration 
of 
figures 
and 
events. 
A t 
first 
I 
found the gentlem en of 1856 exceedingly 
backw ard in divulging secrets so long belt! 
-acred ; 
and it was only after I had given 
them the most convincing assurances of 
the strength and purity of m y purpose that 
I obtained their united consent to place me 
in possession of their whole knowledge of 
the m atter. 
Often liad they been applied 
to for such inform ation, and as often had 
they 
declined 
giving it. 
A nd 
for 
good reasons. 
They had offended the law ; 
they had done violence to m any who 
still 
cherished h a tre d ; they had 
suf­ 
fered 
from 
annoying and 
expensive 
suits 
at law brought against them by 
th e 
expatriated ; 
they had 
disbanded 
but had not disorganized, and they did 
not know at w hat m om ent they m ight 
again be sum m oned to rise in defense of 
society, or to band for m utual protection. 
From the beginning it was held by each a 
param ount obligation to divulge nothing. 
On the other hand, the questions aro se: 
A re these secrets to die w ith you ? May' 
not th e knowledge of your experience be 
of value to succeeding societies'! H ave you 
the right to bury in oblivion th at experi­ 
ence, to w ithhold lrom your fellow citizens 
and from posterity a knowledge of tlie 
ways by which you achieved so grand a 
success ' 
A nd so after m any meetings, 
and w arm deliberations, it was agreed th at 
the inform ation should be placed at m y 
disposal for the purpose of publication." 
To give som e idea of the dram atic scope 
of this unique volume, a few of the sub­ 
jects treated, and stories recited m ay he 
profitably given. 
T hus the volum ne opens 
with a glance at aberrations of justice, 
ancient and m odern, followed by a consid­ 
eration of popular tribunals and popular 
governm ent, a chapter on the conditions 
that engendered the storm that burst in 
I <51, and again in 1856in California follows. 
W e have, in order, an exhaustive account 
o f “ The H o u n d s" Association, the San 
Francisco Regulators, the m ob in the 
m ines, the antics of justice in the country, 
the organization of the Vigilance C om m it­ 
tee of 1851. and are taken behind the 
scenes in the rooms of th at body ; the en­ 
try and exit of .lames Stuart, the inquisitors 
in council, country vigilance committees, 
the 
D ow nieville' tragedy, the 
popular 
tribunals of Utah, Nevada, Idaho, Mon­ 
tana, Arizona and New Mexico, and of 
W ashington 
Territory, 
Alaska, 
B ritish 
Colum bia and Oregon. 
In these and other 
chapters of like character are tales, anec­ 
dotes, m elodram atic recitals and rom antic 
narratives, th at m ake the work one of 
strange interest and com parable to no other. 
Mr. Bancroft m akes no concealm ent of his 
sym pathy w ith Vigilance Com mittees—in ­ 
deed, he defends it vigorously. 
The style 
of the w riting in this volum e is in strong 
contrast to th at in its predecessors. There 
is about it that w hich detracts from its dig­ 
nity as a historical record. 
W hile its ac­ 
curacy is probably unim peachable, the form 
of expression degenerates very often to that 
of the sensational novelist. 
T here are 
"toplofticjtl'’ passages that do no credit to 
the author, and attem pts at hum or th at are 
griin, to say the least. 
The subject, we 
adm it, is one that affords but lim ited scope 
for fine writing, hut such a passage as this 
is hardlv in keeping w ith the high charac­ 
ter Mr. Bancroft has given the text of his 
earlier volum es: 
i alking thus against tim e, as was his 
pnrjKise, 
Goffroth 
won. 
l ’resently 
the 
¡Sheriff appeared. .Solomon was his nam e, 
and a very good nam e, and a good Sheriff 
Ju d g in g from outw ard expression and car­ 
riage. he, too, would delight in seeiug the 
A ustrian hanged.

W e subm it th at such a style as this be­ 
longs to the literary realm conceded exclu­ 
sively to the H’avcrly Magazine, the New 
York Jjedget and Beadle's Dime Library. 
“ From the prisoner's eye there shot th at 
strange, sulphurous light 'peculiar to him ." 
These rough room s, w herefrom renova­ 
tion should proceed to cleanse the city of 
its foulness.” 
" As a m atter of course, it was to be ex­ 
pected th at our Celestial brother, John, 
should find occasion to utilize this, as well 
as other A m erican institutions. 
Ah Sing 
an d Lip Scorn, for some reason, desired 
th a t A h Lo and Ah Hone, w ith two women 
of the neither wife nor m aid species, should 
be sent back to China. They were bad 
C hinam en, said the alm ond-eyed ; they 
struck from the sh o u ld e r: kept a bad 
house, and belonged to the law and order 
party—all which was not difficult of belief, 
. b ut annoyed m illions of of century-sm oked 
souis how to distinguish one from the 
oth er.” 
" T here was a place called M ad M ute 


Canyon, in the Shasta District, w hich 
nam e was a libel on the species asinut, be­ 
side the doings o f m en in th at locality. 
"T herefore 
M artha 
was 
no 
saint; 
neither would she have been welcomed 
into the sisterhood of those im m aculate 
dam es whose virtue shines brightly only 
w hen placed beside black vice. 
M artha 
kept a saloon. 
W hat that m eant in a 
m ining tow n in early days, the reader well 
knows. 
Some call them dens, but I do 
not. 
Evervbody went there, and she was 
as respectable as the men w ho were glad to 
sit on her sofa and talk to her because she 
was a woman. 
Furtherm ore, M artha was 
m arried—m arried to a m an.” 
" Pregnant enough w ith purpose were 
now the m iners. 
You could see it in their 
eye, in th eir step, in the m ovem ent of the 
h a n d ; their pipes sm oked of sulphur, and 
w ith th eir tobacco-juice they spat fire.” 
These extracts m ust suffice, but they onlv 
faintly illustrate the hvberboleand "*slam- 
bang ” in w hich the 'au th o r deals. 
T he 
strong defense Mr. Bancroft m akes of the 
m ildest acts of m obs will shock the sensi­ 
tive in these days of order under law. 
As 
for instance, his approval of an execution 
by a mob th at hanged a w om an at Downie- 
vi He, in 1851. 
H e condem ns the m ethod 
alw ays w here it was characterized by pas­ 
sion, fury and the absence of deliberation, 
bu t is free to approve the action of the 
people in executing crim inals at a tim e 
when the law seemed poweriess to preserve 
order and protect life and property. 
How ever, though the historian has rev­ 
eled in a style w holly foreign to his usual 
m odes of expression, and fairly takes the 
nreath away in som e of his garisli ilights 
ot fancy, and invokes a sm ile by his odd 
m etaphors, the record he has niade up is, 
as we have said, one of profound m elo­ 
dram atic interest. 
More than any other 
w riting which we recall, it illum inates a 
striking phase of pioneer life, and gives 
an insight into the m otives and im pulses 
ol the m en of the earlv davs. who estab­ 
lished the "popular tribunals,” w hich 110 
other work lias done so elaborately or w ith 
such dram atic effect.

This w ork, an exam ination of w hich lias 
engaged our interest and enlisted our close 
attention, is the result of six years 
of 
studious application and exhaustive re­ 
search on the part of the author, w ith a 
result exceedingly 
gratifying, and that 
contributes very largely to the convenience 
and knowledge of actively engaged law ­ 
yers. T here is no m ore im portant subject 
upon which the thorougli law yer m ust be 
well inform ed than that of the alienation 
of real property by voluntary transfer. 
There lias been before tlTis work appeared, 
no volum e devoted exclusively to the sub­ 
ject in hand. 
Form er works tin real prop­ 
erty have treated of deeds only incident­ 
ally. T his book, however, m akes the deed 
itself, by which the title in fee is conveyed, 
the subject for an exhaustive treatise. 
It 
really supplem ents, am plifies and carries 
forward such treatises as “ Sugden on V en­ 
dors.” 
Mr. Devlin has not confined h im ­ 
self to the law governing the voluntary 
alic-nation of realty, but has expanded it to 
em brare all the im portant questions in ­ 
volved in those involuntary transfers con- 
sum ated by tax deeds, Sheriffs’ deeds, etc. 
The book, w hich is in tw o compact vol­ 
um es aggregating about 1,700 pages, em ­ 
braces exhaustive exam ination of som e 
scores of subjects, nearly every one of 
winch have been treate d 'in independent 
volumes, and the possession of whieli in ­ 
volves a library of no sm all bulk. The book 
is, therefore, a collection in com pact form, 
by orderly arrangem ent of all the law and 
controlling decisions and leading treatises 
upon subjects intim ately related to the 
deed.

chosen cases, and in m anv instances gives 
the words in which the decisions have de­ 
clared the law. 
T hus we find th at he gives 
the essence of the affirm ative and negative 
line of precedents; next the im pressions of 
the standard writers, third ; his own com ­ 
ments, critical and otherw ise, em bodying 
the conclusions to which his research has 
led him . 
But that the reader m ay be en­ 
abled to form his own conclusions and test 
the soundness of the argum ents used, ex­ 
ceedingly copious notes fully present the 
cases in which the rules, principles, excep­ 
tions, etc.. have been discussed.

treatises are m odestly set apart distinctly, 
and not, as is too often the case w ith com ­ 
m entators, interm ingled w ith the subject 
m atter. One of the notably strong features 
of the work is the schem e adopted of illus­ 
trating principles by apt cases. 
The cita­ 
tion of authorities embraces nearly 14,000 
cases that were exam ined, w hile the dis­ 
tinctive subjects and divisions of subjects 
treated, the index discloses to be upw ards 
of 6,000. 
These statistical statem ents will 
give some idea of the breadth of the field 
the two volum es cover. M r. Devlin has 
done his work well. 
H e writes easily, 
clearly, and reasons logically. T he reason 
of the law appears to have been w ith him 
the chief object of ascertainm ent. 
It is 
patent on every page th at he lias not been 
content to leave tbe reader w ith the m ere 
arbitrary statem ent oí the rule, where there 
would rem ain any doubt w hatever for the 
reason of it. 
It is, on the whole, as we 
said on the outset, a valuable contribution 
to legal science, as presenting in compact 
form the law as it is to-day, and the reason 
for it, and an invaluable aid to the law yer 
who will find it the shortest avenue to the 
ascertainm ent of the law on all subjects 
relating to “ The Deed.”

TH E KANGAROO. 
T he kangaroo is a native of A ustralia 
and some of th e islands near to th a t coun­ 
try. 
T here are m any species of the k an ­ 
garoo. 
Some are quite large, s ta n d i n g six 
feet high and w eighing 150 jioiinils. I fibers 
are as small as a three-m onths-old eat. 
They are all 
tim id, and it is difficult to 
catch one. 
If one of the large ones is 
obliged to fight for his life, he catches tlie 
anim al in his arm s and leaps away to a 
stream or pond, where he drowns it." T he 
strength of tlie kangaroo is wonderful. 
T he flesh is considered q uite good for food. 
The skins m ake excellent boots and gloves. 
The food of tlie kangaroo is principally 
herbs and grass. 
They browse like onr 
cows do, ami some species cliew the end. 
T h eir eyes are almost hum an in expres­ 
sion, and th eir m ethod of talking to each 
o ther so peculiar th at hunters learn what 
certain sounds mean. 
They are not af­ 
fectionate tow ard each other,’ and a herd of 
them will frequently have savage lights, 
kicking and biting wickedly. 
Thev take 
very long leaps w ith rapiditv. 
T he large 
species live to lie 20 years olJ. 
T he platy­ 
pus, or duck-billed mole, also b e lo n g s to 
this order. 
l ie is a rare anim al, found in 
South Am erica. 
Ilis home is near a [Kind 
or riv er: he sw ims, or walks on lan d ,as lie 
chooses, and is quite harmless and good-na­ 
tured. No o th er hairy anim al has a hill like 
a mole. 


SOME INTERESTING PARENTS. 
Iii a larger and rem arkable group of an­ 
imals, represented by the kangaroo, the 
young, when first born, are exceedingly 
m inute and absolutely helpless; so tender, 
in fact, th at they would perish im m edi­ 
ately if there was not a special provision 
for them . 
T his we find 
in th e pouch, 
from which these and th eirallies are called 
m arsupials. 
T he kangaroo, th e opossum, 
the wombat, and a num ber of others rep­ 
resent them . 
As soon as the little kan­ 
garoo is born it is placed in tin* pouch, 
where it rem ains u n til quite well grown, 
and one o f the most comical sights is to 
see a huge kangaroo m other m oving along 
w ith the little head of tlie babv reaching 
out of its resting-place after g ra ss; in fact, 
feeding as it goes along. 
T he little ones 
leap from the pouch with the greatest ease, 
and at the slightest alarm d art hack, often 
diving in ju st in tim e as the powerful 
m other takes a m ighty spring and goes 
bounding away. 
In form er tim es there 
was a kangaroo as large as an elephant, 
and if it carried its gigantic baby in a 
pouch the sight must have been a singular 
one. 
Now, curiously enough, white th e kan­ 
garoos are the’ true 
m arsupials, tlu i- 
pouehes containing th e organs of n u tri­ 
m ent, there are m any o th er and widely 
different anim als which 
protect 
their 
young in a seemingly sim ilar m anner, and 
an interesting exam ple is th e little sea­ 
horse, w hich is so fam iliar in collections, 
and not uncommonly found on tlie eastern 
coast. 
T he proper name of the little 
creature is Hippocampus, and it is a fish 
alxiut four inches in length, although but 
few would consider it a fish at all. 
In the 
first place it stands u p rig h t in th e water, 
m oving forward by tlie screw -like vibra­ 
tions of its back or dorsal fin, which is a 
most beautiful object in motion. 
T he tail 
ends 
in a 
[Hiint, w ithout a fin, and 
is 
prehensile, 
or 
has 
th e 
power 
of 
grasping ju st as has th e tail of some 
monkeys or tlie oppossuin. 
T he head of 
the little anim al is rem arkable in its re ­ 
semblance to th a t of a horse, and all in all, 
w hile the hippocampus almost heads the 
list of the fishes it is a singularly unfish­ 
like anim al, as we understa id the term. 
Those th a t I have found have been on the 
F lorida reef in tlie G ulf of M exico, b ut 
they live in many seas, and are almost al­ 
ways found clinging to th e sea-weed with 
th eir little tails tightly wound aliout a 
branch, and looking so m uch like it th at 
only the sharpest eyes can distinguish it ; 
indeed, some species, and p articularly one 
from A ustralian waters, have long stream ­ 
ers grow ing from the various parts, giving 
the anim al the appearance of a mass of 
sea-weed floating along.— C. F. Holder, in 
Aug. Wide Awake. 


TO EUROPE BY PNEUM ATIC T U B F . 


A P rojector W ho H opes to T ravel One 
Thouaand Milea an H our. 
Colonel Jo h n II. Pierce, of Plantsville, 
Conn., who claims th at he can annihilate 
space by shooting passengers to Europe 
through a pneum atic tube, called at the 
Tribune office yesterday and expressed a 
desire to la- interrogated about his scheme. 
A reporter was deputed to perform the op­ 
eration, w ith a result som ething like what 
follow s: 
“ Colonel, how could you get th e tube 
laid ?” 
“ T h at is, of course, a very im portant 
thing, and when we get beyond tiie exper­ 
im ental tube we shall have a better idea 
of how it is to be done. 
T hat is, in fact, 
th e only thing in the whole project th a t 
staggers scientific m en. 
In laying our 
hollow cable or tube we m ust provide 
against tlie breakage of it. 
I purpose 
having the outside made of wire, w ith the 
interstices filled w ith g u m ; then inside of 
tlie wire iron and a lining of steel. 
W e 
would need new appliances and m achinery 
especially adapted for weaving the wire. 
I th in k the tube or hollow cable should be 
made as it is laid— that, of course, w ill be 
an elaborate and ted io u s process. W e must 
lay it from a vessel larger than the G reat 
Eastern. 
1 am afraid the G reat Eastern 
would scarcely do.” 
“ W hat would be th e shape of th e con­ 
veyance ?” 
“ It would be like th e projectile of a dy­ 
nam ite gun, and have wheels all round, so 
as to reduce the friction to tlie smallest 
possible degree. 
T he seats would lie a r­ 
ranged so th a t the passengers would sit 
tandem —or they m ight lie down.” 
“ Y ou say a speed of 1,000 miles an 
hour could lie attained ?” 
“ Yes. 
T h at is as fast as th e rate at 
which the earth turns on its axis.” 
“ Then would not th at result in your 
projectile coming to a dead stop if it moved 
in a direction contrary to th e earth’s revo­ 
lution ?” 
“ W ell—I—ah —yes, certainly il looks 
like that ; but th at's all rig h t.” 
“ W ould this way of traveling lie safe ?” 
“ Precautions will be taken to insure its 
safety. 
T here m ight lie. some danger of 
tlie conveyance or projectile going off on 
a tangent when it reached the end of the 
tube; but it will lie shot rig h t up a 
grooved incline, and slow up and stop. 
But before any one goes through I will 
m ake trial trips w ith dogs and such, and, 
if th ey come out, I'll venture th e passage 
myself. 
X o one will m ake it till I have 
first done so.” 
“ W ell, I hope I mav live to goto Europe 
th at way.” 
“ I'll give you a free pass. 
Good-by.” 
And the sanguine inventor departed, 
w hile th e reporter’s m ind reverted to G u l­ 
liver and L aputa and the College of Sages 
and eucumliers and sunbeams, and he could 
not hut think th a t the retrospect had 
som ething to do w ith the ease.— Sew York 
Tribune.

A babv th a t is each m orning quickly 
sponged w ith cold salt water and then 
rubbed dry w ith a T urkish towel m ay be 
exposed a dozen tim es and not take cold, 
w here a child, accustomed to the usual 
daily warm bath, w ill continually suffer 


from an aggravating cold 
in the head, 
colic, etc. 
I f the children have already taken told 
and cough—com plaining of a tightness 
in the chest, try th is: In to a half p int of 
icy cold w ater dissolve two tablespoonfuls 
ot s a lt; bathe the chest w ith this, apply­ 
ing « ith cloth, sponge or hand, com pleting 
by slapping vigorously and rubbing with 
a rough towel. 
T he glow th at will appear 
Mill not be m erely external, but will e x ­ 
tend throughout tlie body, giving a feelin" 
of buoyancy and great ease in breath in g .” 
E very m other knows how cough remedies 
alm ost invariably 
“ u p se t” tlie babv’s 
stomach. 
Then th e wise parent will try 
everything else before she uses nauseous 
medicines to ease h er child’s cough and 
breathing. 
In how m any fam ilies there is a child 
more delicate than the rest—one th at does 
not develop as well as he should, is nearly 
always sick, and is altogether tlie cause of 
more care and anxiety th an all tlie others 
combined ! 
Cold salt w ater baths is what 
the child should have. 
If he can lie taken 
to tlie ocean, so m uch tlie better.

T hey are cooked 
w ith a Hit of bacon. 
S he tem pts them 
w ith oats, and after the catch they are fed 
aw hile w ith boiled oaten 
meal. 
She 
sprinkles oaten m eal in the back yard also, 
and thereby fattens th e free birds. 
Tlie 
females are tlie choice meat. 
T he m ales 
can he told by the circle of white feathers 
<o tiie neck. 
1 he females are as plain as 
Quakeresses. 
So soon as it becomes gen­ 
erally known th at the sparrow is a table 
bird, th eir num ber will rapidlv grow less.

H enry Stew art savs th a t more mistakes 
are made in choosing sheep chan in any 
other business in agriculture. 
T his is 
chiefly because ol our hot sum m er clim ate 
a id the ill adaptation ot the most popular 
g ieep for the excessive heats of ,m r sum­ 
mers. 
Most people like big things— big 
horses, big cows and big sheep— and the 
big stories told of these are often delusive. 
C ertainly this is tru e of the large English 
breeds w hich have lieen q u ite profitable in 
th eir own country— to the breeders who 
have found profitable m arkets for their 
ranis and Iannis. 
T hese sheep have heavy' 
bodies, heavy, loose, ojien fleeces of long, 
coarse wool, and are excessively given to 
m aking fat. 
To thrive they require more liberal 
feeding upon fodder crops, mots, grain and 
oil cakes. 
But when brought from the 
moist císmate o f England, with the r.ipe, 
mangels, Am erican corn and eotton-seed 
meal, and subjected to 
our 
excessive 
w inter cold, the dry hay and spare living, 
the poor pasture and tiie intolerable sun”! 
mer heats, they fall victim s to all 
ills 
w hich m ake sheep “an unhappy flock,” 
and yet thousands of farmers art* misled 
by th e pictures in agricultural papers to 
give large prices for these sheep, which 
are wholly' untitto i for our clim ate and 
keeping, except for tlie sole purpose of 
crossing upon our more hardy natives. 


Phy8i<|iie o f A m erican W om an.

Solid R om an M aaonry. 
T he application of volcanic scoria of 
pumice to the construction of the vaulting 
of th e corridors of the am phitheater at 
C antania is w orthy of observation, and 
bears witness to the constructive ability of 
the Roman builders. 
T he springings and 
various m ain ribs are executed in verv 
sound brickwork, while the interstices, 
spandrels and other p arts of the vaulting 
are wholly executed w ith this light yet 
hard m aterial, in its rough state, but run 
in solidly w ith Pozzolana cement. 
T hat 
this mode of construction is substantial is 
evident from 
the 
perm anence 
of the 
work in these ancient corridors. 
The 
•ionic of tlie Pantheon at Rome is executed 
in th e same m anner, and has stood the 
sieges, earthquakes and all other causes of 
damage and decay for nearly 2,000 years. It 
is certainly w orthy of inquiry w hether a 
safe, perm anent, perhaps economical vault­ 
ing , m ight not he sim ilarly executed w ith 
coke, a m aterial w hich has m any of the 
properties of a volcanic scoria, is extrem ely 
light, and yet so hard as to he able, like 
tlie diam ond, to scratch glass.—S. Smirkr, 
Tl. A ., in Loneion Architect.

The cattle losses throughout the Northwest 
this year amount, according to estimates, to 
half a m illion head, and a lieef fam ine is 
threatened. 
Yesterday, at Wheeling, W. Va , five thousand 
Grand Army Veterans on parade refused to 
m arch under a portrait o f Cleveland suspended 
acro-s the street. 
The debate on Gladstone’s resolution relative 
to the Government's proclam ation of the Na­ 
tional League was resumed in the House of 
Commons lost uight. 
A num ber of German im m igrants from Ne­ 
braska yesterday settled iu Yuba county. 
Governor Bartlett's condition was less hopeful 
yesterday th an on the preceding day.

THE GEOEGE FALLACY ABOUT WEALTH 
AND POVERTY. 


Mr Henry (¡eorge in his Cincinnati 
speech, the other «lav, declared anew his 
old doctrine, that there is to lie erected 
somewhere and somehow, a cross on which 
¡leop'r who venture to hold land should be 
nailed by taxation sufficiently heavy to 
pay all govcrmcnta! charges. This is very 
pretty in theory for the owners of personal 
pro]arty. 
But it will occur to most peo­ 
ple that before such a scheme can begin to 
look forward (o success, a sufficient nutn- 
l>er of men must believe and intend with 
Mr. George, to transform the intention and 
belief int'i law, and that, too, into constitu­ 
tional law. 
The fact is, that Mr. George has lost 
ground, and has less footing in popular 
confidence to-day than he had some half­ 
dozen years ago. 
W hen his “ Progress and 
Poverty’’ appeared it brought him very 
prominently to the front, and attracted to 
him public attention in an abnormal de­ 
gree. 
His ideas w ere seemingly novel and 
hi- nervouslv forcible method of reasoning, 
his appeals to the misfortunes of some, and 
the results of the vices of others, served to 
pose him as the forerunner of a new era, 
in which the present social conditions 
were to lie iijiset, and a reorganization 
made according to ;lie plans of the George 
gospel, which was to right all wrongs and 
abolish all ills. 
But that period of enthu­ 
siastic l-elief passed, and the public thought 
settled down to the conclusion that Mr. 
George wns neither original in his ideas 
nor uovel as to his plans, and that both are 
-visionary and impracticable. Something 
of a revival of popularity took place when 
he l<ecamc a candidate for Mayor of New 
York, but his following «loes not ap­ 
ila r to have deeply studied 
his sys­ 
tem of social and political economics. 
It was moved rather by the cnthusiaam of 
the hoi>e 
elect a man in opposition to 
parties, ami as a representative 
. ..mor classes, 
in fact, Mr. George does 
not represent them, except so far as they 
adapt themselves to his ideas. 
At the Ohio meeting referred to, Mr. 
George and his followers adopted a plat­ 
form, the preamble of which reads: 
“ We 
hold that all inequality of conditions 
arising under and made possible by the 
present economic system spring from the 
monopolization by the few of the natural 
opportunities which 
are 
the common 
rights of all." 
This sweeping declaration 
attributing all inequality to the mouopo- 
lization of op|>ortunity, is nothing less 
than absurd. 
There is taken no account 
whatever of personal vices, and of human 
weaknesses, but in one swinging, sounding 
sentence there is cleared away all the 
factors of civilization ami of degeneracy, 
and all failure is laid at the door of real 
property possession. 
For in the first reso­ 
lution that follows is the demand for 
at»o!ition of all taxation upon improve­ 
ments and the products of industry, and 
its impo-ition upon land values. 
Then 
comes the demand for Government control 
of railways telegraphs and other means 
of distribution and communication. 
The 
“ wind up" is a demand for a medium of 
exchange to he issued “ direct from the 
general Government.” 
W hat this is to lie 
is not revealed, and the adherent of the 
George faction is left to construe the de­ 
claration to lit his own financial ideas. 
The idea of abolishing personal owner­ 
ship in land is not, as we have said. new. 
But old or new, it resolves itself into this, 
that the rental by the individual of the 
State is the severest form of taxation, since 
he will occupy who bids highest. 
Now, 
asks the New York Star, “ Suppose the 
plan to be tried and the rich outbid the 
poor, must not there be a supplement to 
the scheme lim iting the amount one may 
occupy?" 
If the occupancy rental meets 
all governmental expense how is this to 
free the p«x>r from poverty ? 
I Go. it fol­ 
low that because with a state of ownership 
in land some remain poor and others grow 
rich, 
that to 
abolish it 
relieves the 
poor from want ? Yet upon this assump­ 
tion the whole argument of Mr. George 
proceeds. 
Not long ago it was shown in these col­ 
umns that the George idea, that as the 
production of wealth grow- greater, the 
share that goes to the laboring class 
grows lees, is absolutely untrue when tried 
in the fire of social statistics. These sta­ 
tistics show that the condition of the labor­ 
ing class has been steadily bettered, its 
wages uniformily increased, and that its 
opportunity has boon constantly enlarging. 
The theory of Mr. George is underlaid 
with the fallacy that as population in­ 
creases wealth increases disproportionately 
a*id all the increase is absorbed by the 
landlord, while the laborer remains where 
he was a« to wages and interest. 
.As a 
matter of fact this is not true, because it is 
susceptible of proof that the labor of pro­ 
duction altsorlis most of the increase. 
It 
is lieeause there is a more general tlistribu- 
tion of the results of industry and produc­ 
tion, that the universally wealthy, in pro 
(wrtion to all others, are so few. Or, as 
has been shown a dozen times by writers 
o« statistical proofs, and most forcibly by 
Mallock and dc Laveleye, the history of 
progress in production and accumulation 
is not the history of the rise of rent, but 
of its decline. 
The gap between extreme 


poverty and great wealth has not widened 
and Is nut w idening: on the contrary, the 
proportion of increase in number of those 
of moderate means, comfortable income, 
and small wealth is vastly greater than 
the increase in nunilier of the immensely 
wealthy. The changes that have taken 
¡dace in this re-pect, and which are irre­ 
futably establislie«l by statistical proofs and 
by commonest observation, do not tend in 
the .-lightest degree to fortify the position 
of George, or to lay the cause of poverty 
at the door of individual ownership of 
land. 
It being a fact th at the extremely 
wealthy have not increased in proportion 
with the general increase of wealth distri­ 
bution, but, on the contrary, the ntimlierof 
such has actually lessened, and thus the 
rich in proportion to the ¡>oor have really- 
grown fewer, Mr. George's theory falls to 
the ground. 
He has himself chosen Iing- 
iatid as best illustrative of his doctrine, 
but in that «xmntrv the statistics show that 
of nearly £100,000,000 rental there con­ 
siderably less than one-third is taken by 
the aristocratic landlords; one-third is 
taken by small owners, and over one-third 
by the exceedingly small ones. 
Mr. Mal- 
loek has shown, indeed, that the total in­ 
comes in England in 1851 was £614,000,­ 
000, while in 1881 the gross amount of 
incomes under £100 was over £020,000,000. 
It is further demonstrated that in the 
thirty years the class with incomes be­ 
tween £150 and £300 increased 148 per 
cent.; between £300 and £000, 130 per 
cent., and between £000 and £1,000, 77 
per cent., while the class with incomes 
above £1,000 increased by hut 70 per cent., 
and the class with incomes above £10,000 
was but 987 in number, all told.

income, while the latter have gained in 
every respect, and its members steadily 
risen into the middle or average condi­ 
tioned class, which has vastly increased in 
number anil remarkably in individual 
wealth. 
W e have already shown th at the 
charity statistics conclusively prove that 
poverty has actually decreased, even in 
cities, as population has augmented, and 
that this is true alike in the United States 
and in England. Such facts being estab­ 
lished, deprive the theory of Mr. George 
of its only foundation. 


and punish criminality, laziness and petty 
criminals, must be very low, and of an 
, order that would cause most men to red­ 
den with shame. 
The police authorities 
of Indiana are a sorry lot if they cannot 
break up the ruffianism very soon. 
That 
] it ha-s reigned supreme for three montlis is 
demoralizing the whole section, encourages 
lawlessness in tl»e State, and invites mis­ 
guided men in other parts to unite in 
like conspiracies. 
The peculiarity of the 
W hite Cap organization is that it assumes 
to be doing gr<?at good, and contends that 
it is inculcating respect for the moral code 
ami cultivating the fear of evil-doing. 
They fail wholly to see that their proceed­ 
ing is in violation of natural law, and that 
. if carried out, iu logical sequence would 
j justify any class of men by terrorism in 
! enforcing conformity to their religious, 
political and social beliefs upon communi- 
| ties they could cow by the weaponry and 
methods of the midnight assassin. 


THE “ W HITE 
CAP " TERRORISM. 


It seems incredible that in so old a set- 
thsl community as Indiana such terrorism 
ami sutiord ¡nation of the law can be exer­ 
cised as prevails in the south end of that 
•State. 
The “ W hite Cap ” organization is 
a sort of Ku-Klux gang that takes the law 
into its own hands and executes its own 
will upon people regardless of the Courts 
and peace officers. The Vigilantes of 1851 
and 1856, in California, had at least the 
excuse that the law was prostrate, many of 
its administrators corrupt, and that thieves, 
murderers and roughs ruled in the commu­ 
nity. 
No such plea ran be advanced for 
the Indiana W hite Caps. They are not 
called to aid in enforcing the law, nor are 
thev the indignant protest of the people 
against official corruption or incompe­ 
tency ami the prostitution of law. Their 
secret work of hanging, whipping, beating 
and exiling, is visited 
upon offenders 
against social codes mainly, and against 
men and women the regulators do not like 
These bands of midnight assassins and 
conspirators undertake to punish the im­ 
moral, exile those whose private lives do 
not s(¡uare with their cwn ideas of propriety, 
and to whip and brand those they dislike 
and who do not live according to conven­ 
tional methods, or who stand in the way 
of any of the regulator membership. This 
lawless combination has terrorized the 
country and has the officials under such 
cow, that they do not dare to take any 
steps for the breaking up of the gang. 
A 
citizen from the terrorized district stated to 
an Indianapolis contemporary the other day 
that the public miml outside the district 
cannot appreciate the condition of the ter­ 
rorized inhabitants in some portions of the 
countries dominated by the organization. 
It has come to such a ¡«ass that many of 
the best citizens dare not express them­ 
selves, and the gentleman 
in question 
ad«le«l that, since he must return to Orange 
county, he could not afford under his own 
name, even at that distance, to make com­ 
plaint of the gang. 
On liis way out he 
met a farmer, who had l>een prominent in 
the county, who was hurrying away from 
the infested district with his family and 
all hi- portable possessions, impelled bv 
the W hite Caps, who had made one assault 
on him and hail given fair warning that 
he must be out of range before a certain 
time. 
He had been ob iged to leave his 
firm, and this he 
s i i trying to seil 
through another. 
The premises had lieen 
plundered by the outlaws. This informant 
was asked by the reporter why the people 
did not appeal to the local authorities, and 
he replied : 
“ It is not safe to complain at 
all. 
The Governor has advised the county 
officers th a t he will assist in prosetmting 
the marauders, but he does not know the 
gang, and the local authorities fear any 
attempt to ascertain who compose it. 
The 
county officials are so terrorized that thev 
do not dare to 
institute prosecutions. 
They are in many instaures the creatures 
of the regulators. 
A Justice of the Peace 
in one section was recently found to be a 
member of the gang th at had had been 
systematically robbing the stores and his 
neighbors.” 
This same informant said that “ if the 
witnesses could be protected an abundance 
of testimony could l«e furnished. 
He 
knew of one case where the W hite Cap- 
assaulted a respectable farmer at mid­ 
night. They were beating him unmerci­ 
fully, when his daughter ran from the 
house, and, having seized a knife, liegan to 
tight the guard who had been left with 
the horses. 
She succeeded in cutting 
loose sevoral of the horses, and in doing so 
cut a gash 
in 
the 
breast 
of 
one. 
The regulators took after their horses, and 
the next day the wounded horse could be 
tracked to the barn of one of tho most 
prominent citizens in the township." 
In 
conclusion, he said: 
“ The southern sec­ 
tion of the State cannot prosper or attract 
new 
settlers 
until 
these 
gangs are 
squelched. «Some of us are ready to take 
up arms or leave the accursed region for­ 
ever.” 
This is a singular state of affairs in a 
State where it is not claimed that there has 
been any gross failure to enforce the laws, 
or to protect life and 
property. 
The 
terrorism has continued now over three 
months, and lawful authority apj>ears to be 
utterly unable to cope with the emergency. 
The moral and physical courage of a 
people that can be thus cowed by a hand­ 
ful of rascals, who, under the guise of 
driving out immorality, exile meanness,

But, then, the Hon. Cody, raking 
in English sovereigns, is not at all compar­ 
able to a Roman gladiator, nor his painted 
Indians, “ whooping it u p ” for so many 
shillings per diem, parallels to the cham­ 
pions of the Roman ampli¡theater. 
Nor 
are stout British squires, cockneys, belles, 
bar-maids and English matrons of the 
timber that entered into the construction 
of the pampered Roman ladies; 
nor is 
their craze to see Cody, and enjoy a sensa­ 
tion over the antics of his Indians, at all 
in the nature of hero worship. 
If the 
Review will look deeper into the activities 
of English society, it will find closer anal­ 
ogies between Roman decadence anti the 
British present than the absurd compari­ 
son «¡uoted. 
But when it has discovered 
these more striking parallels, it cannot 
logically draw the conclusion that John 
Bull is on his last legs because the Roman 
citizen went to grass under social condi­ 
tions resembling those from which the 
modern Briton draws his strength. 


W. E. M cCa n n, w riting to the Kpoch of 
“ The Ideal City of the Future,” opens his 
essay with this doleful sentence: 
The American clim ate, w ith its intolerable 
heat in summer, causing sunstroke and other 
disasters, its dismal and piercing cold in winter, 
and its sudden and extraordinary fluctuations 
of tem perature all the year round, has never 
inspired enthusiasm even among the best dis­ 
posed of foreign visitors. The Englishman pro­ 
nounces it beastly and the Frenchm an death- 
dealing as the thunderbolt or the pestilence 
V) inter can be guarded against and it is possible 
to the experienced to tie m oderately comfortable 
even in < hieago; but the American summer in 
cities is growing every year more intolerable. 
From the whole of which Mr. McCann 
will please except California and her cities. 
California is an integral part of America; 
her climate is entitled to be cxmsiilercd 
when sj>eaking of “ the American climate,” 
and it is the part of justice to except it 
from the sweeping indictment we quote. 
Our climate, in and out of our cities, has 
no “ intolerable beat in sum m er;" it docs 
not cause “ sunstroke and other disasters;” 
it is not “ dismal and piercing cold in 
winter ;” it is not subject to “ sndden and 
extraordinary fluctuation.- of teuq>erature 
all the year round,” or iu any part of the 
year. 
It Is, in short, not at all the Amer­ 
ican climate Mr. McCann describes, and 
l>erause it is not, is the chief basis of the 
invitation of the State to the million that 


is coming and is to come to us. 
Mr. Mc­ 
Cann will be proceeded against at once in 
the court of public opinion if he does not 
hasten to correct himself and exclude Cal­ 
ifornia from his lugubrious description of 
“ American climate.” 


A Los AjfGEl.ES journal cautions .Sacra­ 
mento to lie very careful tbat in forcing 
Chinatown out of its present quarters she 
«loes not drive it to another section of the 
city where its presence will lie more intol­ 
erable still. This i- an important «¡uestion 
certainly, and one tbat must not be over­ 
looked. 
We believe it possible, on re­ 
moval, to enforce sanitary and other police 
regulations to prevent over-crowding by 
the Chinese, and to require abandonment 
of such habits about their «iwellings as 
make their quarters a nuisance. 
It is a 
sad state which a community reaches when 
it confesses its inability to enforce cleanli­ 
ness and observance of ordinary sanitary 
regulations on the part of the Chinese. It 
lias lieen the one unanswerable reproach 
the East has visited upon California cities, 
that they do not compel the Chinese to 
conform to the same laws of decency that 
are enforced upon other residents. 
They 
do not understand at the East how ex­ 
ceedingly difficult it is to do so, and how 
much Eastern sentimentalism and sympa­ 
thy for the Chinese have stood in our way 
in the matter. 
Now that the character of 
these aliens is becoming better understood 
upon the other side, anil now that the East 
is awakening to the fact that Californians 
arc not rowdies, and do not keep their 
Chinatowns as they are as “ curiosities” to 
show visitors, we may ho¡>e to achieve an 
approach to success in compelling the Chi­ 
nese in their quarters to be ordinarily 
cleanly.

It is possible to hoist the engineer with 
his own petard. W hat is sauce for the 
goose is equally sauce for the gander. 
It is 
a bad rule tbat does not work both ways. 
These are mere aphorisms, but they have a 
peculiar applicability to wbat has occurred 
this week during the proceedings of the 
Commission engaged in inquiring into the 
probable capacity of the Central Pacific to 
pay its liabilities to the Government when 
they fall due. The Commission went out­ 
side of its functions, which are to inquire 
into the possibilities of the future, and de­ 
voted itself mainly to the fruitless task of 
endeavoring to find out if there had been 
any mistakes in the past, irremediable 
though they now may be. 
In pursuing 
this line of unprofitable investigation, they 
were palpably aided by letters and docu­ 
ments emanating from sources that were 
using the Commissioneis to pull their 
chestnuts out of the tire. W ithout '.hose 
documents constantly before their eyes, the 
Commissioners were at sea. Acting out­ 
side their rights and the true scope of the 
inquiry intrusted to them, but in the spirit 
of the private and sinister biuts received, 
they endeavored to go into old outside m at­ 
ters, that could only be productiveof endless 
explanations by third parties, who might 
consiiler themselves, and who doubtless 
would be considered by the public, to be 
under the obligation of explaining. 
To 
this sort of thing there would have been no 
end. 
Had the sluice gates once been 
opened, the torrents of doubt, apprehension 
and misrepresentation that wouid have 
followed would have demanded explana­ 
tory space in our dailies for many months 
to come. 
Every transaction the railroad 
ever had with a citizen of the Slate would 
have had to be cleared up. Governor Stan-' 
ford considerately and wisely refused to go 
into so far-fetched matters. 
He forcibly 
pointed out how absolutely foreign they 
were to the purposes for which the Com­ 
mission had been appointed, and to wbat 
an interminable series cf explanations they 
must lead if justice were done to the parties 
who might happened to be named. 
The 
Commissioners, who subsequently proved 
to be in a great hurry to get away, were at 
this point in no such great haste that they 
could not afford the time to bring out every 
railroad transaction, and to do justice to 
everybody connected with it, and they 
applie«l to the United State Circuit Court to 
compel Governor Stanford to answer. 
But right here comes in the virtue of the 
aphorisms we have quoted. It was thought 
that what was sauce for the goose ought to 
prove equally good for the male bird. The 
rule which the Commissioners sought to 
apply to the railroad. Creed Haymond, 
with admirable dexterity, turned upon the 
Commissioners. He wanted to know what 
the documents were they were rea«ling 
from, who their authors were and what the 
charges were the railroad was expected to 
meet. As public officers the Commission­ 
ers could receive no official communica­ 
tions that were not public property. If 
the personal transactions of a private cor­ 
poration could be properly demanded, how 
much more rightfully could the official cor­ 
respondence of a public body, not sworn to 
sccreijy and not clothed with inquisitorial 
fnnctions, be asked for? Creed Haymond 
coolly persisted in his interrogatory, and 
the hitherto imperturbable Commissioners 
showed marked signs of uneasiness and 
distress. Pattison was so nonplussed that 
he at first demanded that the question 
should be submitted in writing, and this, 
although no such demand had been made 
dnring the whole course of the inquiry and 
although the official stenographers had 
already! reduced the matter to writing. 
Then he changed base. lost his temper, and 
both he and Commissioner Anderson did 
worse—they failed to tell the truth. They 
said that all letters and documents re­ 
ceived by the Commissioners were in the 
hands of the Secretary, and would be 
finally printed with the report of the pro­ 
ceedings. 
It turned out that the letters 
asked for were not in the possession of that 
•sfiirer, and the Commissioners theu argued 
that they could no more be printed than 
secrets of a Grand Jury. 
It was an un­ 
pleasant position. The engineer was hoist 
with his own petard.

who only shortly before had time to re- , 
main here and inquire into everv separate 
transaction of the Central Pacific now- 
found they must needs leave for New 
York to-day, and it is presumed they will 
leave accordingly, in which case there will 
be much difference between their arrival 
and departure.

This mine is 1,150 feet in depth, 
and arrangements are being made for sink­ 
ing to a depth of 1,330.

D R IFT M IN ES. 
Drift-mining as an industry has increased 
since the cessation of hydraulic mining. 
At Derbec, one mile above North Bloom­ 
field, is the celebrated Derbec mine, which 
has yielded many huge fortunes and is 
still as rich as ever. At Nevada City a tun­ 
nel is being driven under the bank of the 
old Mauzanita mine for the purpose of 
opening a drift mine. This will, when 
started, give an impetus to all industries 
in the region roundabout, and be the 
means of sustaining many families.

The 
party camped on Deer creek, and, accord­ 
ing to custom, Marshall panned out a little 
dirt and found gold, but not enough to 
expose the marvelous richness of the piace, 
and he journeyed on.

In 
the stirring days of 1850 1-2-3 it was a "rat­ 
tling ” camp. Deer creek and every gulcli, 
ravine, flat and canyon was alive with busv 
men, digging and washing the rich gravel 
and receiving a large reward for their labor. 
Where the town now sits enthroned in 
peaceful beauty was the stage whereon was 
enacted a drama of the early days, a drama 
wherein the knife and pistol of the desper­ 
ado and the gambler, the bravery of the 
law-abider and the quaint, dry hum or of 
the “ character ” ¡.laved a conspicuous ami 
important part. And around and over all 
was the romance of nature; the wild, 
rugged land, the tall pines, whispering the 
legends of past ages, the wild, free, careless 
life, with its fiery passions, tender memo­ 
ries and pathetic incidents. 


T H E GROW TH OF T H E TOWN 
Was rapid, and when the county was or­ 
ganized in 1851 it became the seat of jus­ 
tice, and the commercial center of the re­ 
gion, a distinction which it retains to this 
day.

Beside all these there is the pure, spark­ 
ling water and spicy clim ate; 
a healthy, 
sociable community, and a network of 
quartz ledges running through the ground. 
Mining, fruit-raising and agriculture are 
the staple industries of this section, and 
from them Nevada City derives its support. 
For the tourist, the traveler, the horne- 
seeker and the capitalist this little city has 
many charms. 
Here, in the days of sum­ 
mer, when the thermometer marks among 
the nineties the heat is considered unusual. 
Sometimes in winter snow falls and ice 
forms, but such periods of coldness are ot 
short duration. 


T H E H A V E N FO R IN V A L ID S. 
The invalid finds in the air laden with 
balsamic odors a medicine which heats and 
invigorates and costs nothing, for it conies 
from Nature’s own great laboratory. The 
beautiful gardens and the fine groves and 
orchards, the spacious lots, the well-kept 
streets, the comfortable, homelike accom- 
raodations, the happy faces of the people, all 
testify to the excellence of the region anil 
its happy situation—bappy in every sense 
of the word. Here the capitalist or the 
man of moderate means who wishes to in­ 
vest can find gold mines or lands for agri­ 
culture, for fruit-growing, for wine-grow­ 
ing, etc. The mines and the soil are both 
rich, and the supply of both is unlimited. 
Like the favorite apple of our ancestors, it 
could be appropriately named "Scek-no- 
Further.” 
BARREN HILL. 
One of the most pleasing features of this 
vicinity is the nursery owned and kept by 
Felix Gillet, formerly a member of the 
State Board of Horticulture. 
Mr. Gillet is 
a pleasant and agreeable gentleman, and 
has attained to prominence as a raiser of 
chmce fruits. His views have appeared in 
letter form in the columns of the best pa­ 
pers on the Parific coast, and his judgment 
tn horticultural matters as regards the cen 
tral and north-central part of California is 
always sound, and appreciated by those 
who are interesteil in the business of rais­ 
ing fruits. 
Mr. Gillet does c-J undertake 
to raise all kinds of fruits, but makes a 
specialty oí grapes, chestn-sts, pears, ap­ 
ples, walnuts and other nuts. 
W ith these 
fruits and nuts he is mosi successful, and 
in the near future will publish a pamphlet 
giving his experience with the different 
varieties. 
In the fall of 1S71, Mr. Gillet purchased 
a tract of land lying in the outskirts of 
Nevada City which was a barren granite 
hill, having little soil and vegetation upon 
it. 
This apparently useless ground 
he 
fenced and planted a vineyard and nursery 
there. He has now about twelve acres un­ 
der cul.ivation, thickly ssi with young and 
thriving trees, such as peaches, prunes, 
pluma, pears, almonds, chestnuts, walnuts, 


! etc. His vineyard con fains 207 varieties of 
grapes, many of them imported from 
F rance, upon some of w hich he is experi­ 
menting with a desire to d etermine their 
adaptability to the climate'Iof this section. 
As soon as possible he will plant 30 or 10 
more varieties. 


N U T-B EA R IN G TR EES. 
The best walnuts in the State are grown 
upon this ground, anil Mr. Gillet has manv 
varieties under cultivation, the most noted 
being 
the I’neparturiens, which yield 
abundantly anil grow vigorously. 
The 
chestnuts grown by Mr. Giliet, including 
the Cómbale chestnut, are remarkable for 
thetr large size and excellent quality. 
Fil­ 
berts also do well. 


FEA RS, AND T H E IR AD APTATION . 
Of pears there are several varieties grown 
in this nursery, several of which were im ­ 
ported direct frunt France. Of these, the 
Duchess and others bear heavily, making 
props necessary. From one tree Mr. Gillet 
gathered, two years ago, 1,500 pounds of 
pears. One branch of this tree alone bore 
400 pounds of fruit. 
In fact, it is well- 
known that in no part of the State are finer 
pears g.own, nor greater production ob­ 
tained. 


PR U N E S, IN V A R IETY . 
Chiet among Mr. Gillet's specialties is 
the prune. W ith this fruit he has been 
fairly successful, and has imported several 
varieties from the great prune-producing 
dominions of France, for the purpose of 
testing them iu this country. One of the 
most noted varieties is the Prune d’Eute or 
d' Ague. This prune is in France noted for 
its large size, elegant appearance and fine 
flavor. The trees grown upon Barren Hill 
are doing well, and will soon demonstrate 
whether the fruit will lose or retain its 
natural size after acclimatization in this 
Siate. So far the indications point to a 
successful termination of the experiment. 
Apropos of prunes: 
It has been the 
custom among fruit growers of this State 
to speak of all varieties of the French ar­ 
ticle as French prunes, when it is a well 
known fact among them that there are 
several varieties and types of the French 
prune, each having its points of difference, 
such as color, size, shape, flavor, etc. The 
prune D’Ente or D'Ague is a type distinct 
from all the others and, after being raised 
in this State, should be known here as the 
California prune D 'Enteor D’Ague and not 
as a " French prune.” 
V A R IE T IE S OF G R A PES. 
Grapes are another of Mr. Gillet's spec­ 
ialties, and he has, as before stated, 207 va­ 
rieties in his vineyard. Many of these 
are imported, such as the Pepiñ D’lshpha- 
han of Persia, the Tokay of Greece, the 
Kishumishale of Persia and others. 
Mr. 
Gillet has searched far and wide and has, 
metaphorically speaking, ransacked 
the 
vineyards of all Europe for choice varíe 
ties, which he intends to introduce into 
this country. The grape, says Mr. Gillet 
is the surest of all fruits in this sec- 
tton 
of 
Nevada 
county 
and 
he 
speaks 
the 
truth. 
The 
Mission 
grape, so famous as a wine grape, grow3 to 
greater perfection here than on the low 
lands of Southern California. The graj.es 
of this variety raised here possess a better 
flavor and equal in size those grown at Los 
Angeles, therefore they are better for wine 
than the Los Angeles grape. The culture 
of the grape in this section is compara­ 
tively easy. A little work is required at 
first in the digging of holes, and irrigation 
may be necessary during the first and 
second years, but as soon as the root is de­ 
veloped and the stock attains a thickness of 
one and one-half inches, irrigation can be 
dispensed with. The clayey nature of the 
soil renders it always moist, as the clay re­ 
tains its moisture throughout the hottest 
seasons. 
M EDLARS AN D M U L B E R R IE S. 
Among other fruits grown upon Barron 
Hill are the black mulberries of Spain anti 
a line medlar tree, a native of New York. 
These fruits reach maturity unexcelled in 
size and flavor. In conclusion, it should be 
said that the soil from which these trees 
draw tlitir sustenance is, in appearance, 
perfectly worthless, and has never been 
mixed "with fertilizers or manures of any 
kind. But it is a clayey granitic soil, not 
deep, and experience has proved that for 
the raising of fruit trees it has many points 
of excellence. 
Every traveler 
who is 
doubtful of the capabilities of the soil of 
Nevada countv, should make it his duty 
while in Nevada City to visit the grounds of 
Felix Gillet, and see for himself what may 
be produced. 


T H E PU BLIC SCHOO LS OF NEVADA COUNTY. 
The public schools of Nevada county de­ 
serve honorary mention. They are as good 
as any in the State, and are ablv conducted 
by experienced teachers. The* total num ­ 
ber of schools in the county is 89, aud be­ 
sides these there is the Nevada County 
Academy and Business College, situated 
upon a commanding and pleasant position 
near Elmbrook, midway between Nevada 
City and Grass Valley. Omnibuses pass 
hourly, and pupils may enter at any time 
and take regular or selected courses. The 
school census, taken this year, shows the 
number of school children and children of 
school age to be 4,639. School tax for this 
year is 30 cents on each $100. 
T H E SCHOOL DISTRICTS. 
Nevada has 47 School Districts and 89 
schools. Nevada City lias twelve teachers: 
Grass Valley has nineteen. The average 
school term is eight and one-half months 
per year. 
In an educational sense the 
connty is second to none, and ranks as sev­ 
enth in population. 
SEV EN TEEN TH DISTRICT AG RICU LTU RAL FA IR . 
The Seventeenth District Agricultural 
Association has become a firmly-estab­ 
lished institution in {his county, and is 
held annually at Glenbrook I’ark, between 
Nevada City and Crass Valley, and has 
been of great benefit in promoting the ag­ 
ricultural, horticultural, mineral and other 
resources of the county. 
In this under­ 
taking Nevada county is joined by Placer 
county, and this arrangement is a happy 
one. At Glenbrook Park is a good race­ 
course which is kept in repair by the Asso­ 
ciation, and during fair time is constantly 
sprinkled and the dust kept down. The suc­ 
cess of the fair is greater with each season, 
and is a feature of which the people of the 
county may well be prond.

On the wide special discus­ 
sion pertaining to the high license question 
they were unanim ous, w ith two or three 
exceptions, in indorsing the sentim ents of 
City Collector O naham , of Chicago : “ H igh 
license, of course, does not and will not 
'—adicate or cure the evil of intem perance, 
it serves as a m eans to regulate and to con­ 
trol the saloons, and it does operate to lim it 
the num ber. 
W ere the license still higher 
in am ount, the num ber would be still 
further dim inished. 
But even high license 
wi.l not of itself operate to close up the 
lowest and worst class of drinking places. 
T he only way is to deny such places license 
on any term s. S hut them up and keep 
them shut, and this power is w ithin the 
scope and reach of the m unicipal au ­ 
thority.”

call upon J. T. Griffitts, P resident of the 
Board of F ire Com missioners, w hen th e 
follow ing interview took p lace; 
R eporter—W hat is there new, if any­ 
thing, concerning the 
F ire D epartm ent 
m uddle? 
President Griffitts—M atters rem ain about 
the sam e as they have. 
Affairs are, of 
course, m ore or less dem oralized, bu t not 
enough, however, to interfere w ith the 
profiSeney of the extra m en who p u t out 
the fires. T here has been an introduction 
of new m aterial lately into the ranks of 
extra m en. and I know nothing as to its 
quality. 
It was p ut on, or pretended to be 
put on, at th e so-called m eeting at the 
private sick-room of Com m issioner Con­ 
ran. 
A t th at m eeting several changes 
were attem pted to be m ade to carry out the 
prearranged " slate ” or program m e, and 
in doing this som e of the best m en upon 
the torce were displaced, and in other cases 
m en who had been suspended for good and 
sufficient reason, or allowed to * 'resig n .” 
were set to work again under the so-called 
newly-elected Chief. 
T he entire “ slate," 
however, was not carried out as one part 
of it w as; as J have seen in writing, 
signed by one of the “ m ajority " m em bers 
of 
the 
Board 
of Fire Commissioners, 
to 
elect 
Com missioner 
S later's 
son 
as Secretary of the Board in place of 
Jackson. 
W hy 
this 
was

done 
at the “ sick-room ” m eeting of the Board, 
I have no m eans of know ing, unless it was 
th at it m ight have appeared like an act of 
ingratitude¡to uncerem oniously put Jackson 
out at once, when his services were neces­ 
sary, and had been faithfully rendered, in 
calling and holding the " r u m p ” m eeting. 
There m ay be som ething else concerning it 
behind the curtain th at veils all such 
transactions of officials and political atfairs

of the 
“ bosses ” in this city, hut if so, the people 
will have to aw ait developm ents to know 
w hat the “ orders ” are in the m atter. 
Rep. —Referring to the injunction aireadv 
served upon City A uditor McKee, w hat are 
the prospects of the m atter com iug to issue 
and hearing in the Courts? 
Pres. G.—I cannot say particularly as to 
that, but unquestionably this foolish a t­ 
tem pt to upset the regular w orkings of the 
Board and F ire D epartm ent by an irregu­ 
larly-called and irregularly-held m eeting, 
in a place w hich the law never contem ­ 
plated and will never recognize, will sooner 
or later have to be passed upon and put to 
an end by the Courts. 
T he approaching 
m onthly m eeting of the Board and passing 
upon the pay-roll of the m em bers of the 
F ire D epartm ent, m ay bring this speedily 
about, and would naturally do so, for I 
shall not perm it, by m y vote, anv pay to 
parties holding their positions under the 
sick-room attem pted reorganization of the 
roll of m em bers, and unless Mr. Conran is 
able to be present no vote can be given 
th at will allow them pay. Unless Mr. Con­ 
ran is present at tLe m eeting there will be 
but Mr. Slater and m yself to vote, and 
neither of us alone will be a sufficient m a­ 
jority to allow the pay of anyone that is 
not supported by both. 
In other words, it 
will be a dead-lock again, and I do not ap 
prebend th at even the “ powers ” th at are 
endeavoring to run the Board would ven­ 
tu re the holding of another bedroom m eet­ 
ing after the general condem nation that 
the previous one received from the public. 
Rep.—I suppose there is no question as 
to the pay of a part of the m em bers of the 
force? 
Fres. G.—No, I th in k there will be an 
agreem ent to allow the pay of all the old 
m em bers not interferred with by th e recent 
operations. 
T hat is, I am w illing to ap­ 
prove the payroll as it stood at th e last 
m onthly m eeting, and to those m em bers 
alone. 
I do not recognize th at any changes 
have been m ade since that tim e. 
Rep.—W hen will the next m eeting of the 
Board probably be held ? 
Pres. G.—W ell, I shall call it for som e­ 
tim e about the last of this m onth. 
Rep.—By the way, in what m anner are 
the m eetings of the Board regularly called, 
and who m ay call them ? 
Fres. G.—T he m eeting have alw ays been 
called by the President of the Board, and 
by no one else, until the late episode. 
Of 
course if the President was absent from 
the city for a length of tim e th at m ight 
m ake it necessary to provide for otherw ise 
calling it, but in the recent case the Presi­ 
dent was not only in the city, but th e so- 
called special m eeting was called after the 
close of a regular m eeting, notice being 
served on the sam e evening, and sim ply 
because a prearranged “slate” could not be 
carried out at the regular and legally con­ 
stituted m eeting. 
If a m eeting called and 
held in such a m anner and for such a pur­ 
pose can stand before the Courts, then I 
see no use in statutory provisions for the 
adm inistration of m unicipal atfairs. 
Hep.—How are the w orkings of th e De­ 
partm ent progressing under the present 
m ixed condition of affairs? 
Pres. (1.—I have heard th at there is some 
com plaint on the part of the Board of Un- 
derwiters concerning the Chinatow n fire, 
but they have not said anything to m e 
about it. 
W hile Chief Sullivan was the 
first m em ber of the D epartm ent upon the 
ground, and rem ained until it was out, yet 
our purpose has been since this .embroglio 
commenced, not to do anything to cause a 
collision ol authority when property was in 
jeopardy, and on th at account A ssistant 
Chief Engineer O'M eara had entire charge 
of m anagem ent of the fire, and is accord­ 
ingly responsible for it. 
Itep.—Are there any other m atters of 
interest to come before the next m eeting of 
the Board th at you are aware of ? 
Pres. G —Not unless the changes w hich 
I proposed at the last m eeting—the estab­ 
lishing^ of another engine com pany at 
N ineteenth and L streets—are taken up. 
T his should be done, and, w ith the exer­ 
cise ot the economies in the conduct o f the 
departm ent w hich I then urged, it could 
easily bo accomplished with the funds we 
now have at our disposal, and thereby 
greatly increase the security to property 
throughout the entire eastern portion of 
the city. W e have m oney enough in the 
fire departm ent fund to equip and run this 
third engine, com m encing im m ediately, 
and the people of the city, for the safety of 
their hom es, should dem and it of the 
Board, and that at once. 
If the Com mis­ 
sioners intend to work for the best inter­ 
ests of the city, th ey will prom ptly pro­ 
vide this additional security : if they do 
not so intend, then they should resign, or 
the Board be abolished—and the quicker 
the better. 
1 have no desire, for m y part, 
to rem ain upon the Board if it is to be run 
m erely as a political m achine, and I believe 
the great m ajority of the people are heartily 
sick of having departm ents of the city 
governm ent used for that purpose, and 
w hich has become notoriously the fact con­ 
cerning this departm ent since the repeal of 
the rule which forbid it, and the repeal of 
which I voted against. 
Rep.—W hat about the order m entioned 
in the R ecord-Union this m orning, pro­ 
hibiting m en employed in the railroad 
shops from serving as m em bers of th e city 
Fire D epartm ent ? 
Pres. G.—W ell, such an order was m ade 
in som e departm ents of the shops yester­ 
day. 
It originated in the fact that a few of 
the m en who work there and have also re­ 
cently filled the positions of extra m en in 
the F ire D epartm ent would take occasion 
to get upon a spree at the close of nearly 
every fire and not return to work for from 
one to three days afterw ards. I have to-day 
consulted w ith the foremen in the shops, 
and those m en w ho have returned to their 
work prom ptly w hen fires are out, w ill not 
be interfered w ith by the order referred to. 
I am glad the authorities at the shops m ake 
this discrim ination, as there is no one who 
desires to have only the best m en m ore

One of the Superior 
Court, 
yesterday, Gussie McNicoIl was 
granted a divorce from Joseph McNicoIl. 
Judge ^ an Fleet, in D epartm ent Two, 
rendered a decision in the case of A. Gran- 
doiia vs. O. O. Lovdal, in w hich plaintiff 
sought to have defendant compelled to cut 
down a row of large trees growing on the 
latter s side of the partition fence between 
their lands, alleging th at the shade they 
created prevented crops from growing near 
the fence on plaintiff’s side. 
T he Court re­

Cum m ings said under such 
circum stances—when the disability is in ­ 
curred in the service of the State— he thinks 
the State ought to be as liberal as would 
any private firm. 
As soon as M aurer re­ 
covered he resum ed his w ork. 
During his 
disability and before, M aurer needed luooev 
in advance of his pay, and was accomm o­ 
dated to the extent of $42 by a young m an 
by the nam e of Jobson, to" w hom he gave 
the power ot attorney. 
Upon this pow er of 
attorney Jobson drew the am ount due him 
at the Controller’s office. 
Some tim e since M aurer spoke to Jobson

A C alabrian D ivorce. 
Probably for th e first tim e in the history 
of the Italian colony of Providence, R. I., 
an old Calabrian custom was carried out 
last evening w ith all the solem nity with 
w hich the peasantry of th at section of 
Italy attach to the customs of their fore 
fathers. 
Ju st between M antón and D ycrvillle 
lives Giusseppe Carotta, 27 years of age, a 
laborer, who has been in this country about 
five years. 
Ju st previous to his departure 
from Italy, C arotta m arried a young girl 
named A nnun/.iata Purpera, whom lie had 
known since childhood. 
D uring th eir res­ 
idence in this country C arotta and his 
wife lived happily together until about 
one m ontli ago, when the husband liegan 
to susi>ect th at his wife was not true to her 
m arriage vows. 
H e kept a close watch, 
and finally his suspicions were verified l>e- 
vond a doubt. 
Instead of seeking the man 
who had dishonored him w ith a razor or 
knife, C arotta formally notified the rela 
tives of his wife— they having followed 
her to this country—of th e circumstances, 
and invited them to a family council. 
T he council took place last evening at 
Carat la’s residence, and there were present 
Ids two brothers and one cousin, his wife’s 
father and m other and her two brothers, 
besides two intim ate friends of th e family 
to act as arbitrators. 
W hen all were as­ 
sembled the wife was summoned and ques­ 
tioned by her father upon the statem ents 
m ade by her husband. 
She began to cry, 
and confessed th at her conduct had not 
been th at of a true and loving wife, but 
denied having com m itted any crim inal act. 
T he husband in th e m eantim e said noth­ 
ing, and the rest of the persons present 
were equally silent. 
A fter th e wife had 
told h er story she retired, and th e hus­ 
band and his brothers formally requested 
th e father to take back his daughter, as, 
bv her own confession, she was not worthy 
longer to rem ain w ith her husband. 
T he 
decision l>emg sustained by the arbitrators, 
the unhappy father made no objections, 
and a few m inutes later the once-happy 
wife left her husband’s house, accompanied 
by her relatives, w ith whom she will 
henceforth live. 
T his custom, though very common in 
th e south of Italy, is rarely practiced 
abroad, yet none of the C alabrian peasants 
would th in k of contesting the legality of 
such a fam ily council and divorce proceed­ 
ings, provided there was 
evidence 
of 
wrong-doing upon the part of a wife.— 
Krchange.

The electric cautery and various 
other remedies have been applied with 
more or less success, but as y et there seems 
to be no specific to be recommended, and 
the best treatment, when available, is re­ 
moval to a pollen-free atmosphere, or to 
one from which at least grass pollen is 
alisen t.

INGS OF HOME. 


A P ew J T im ely W ords Intended 1'or 
T hose W ho are C harged W ith 
N ursery D uties. 


Mothers who in the long, hot days of 
this season are watching your [ r i r little 
babies pining- and fading away, while all 
exjieriments, with various foods and medi­ 
cines, fail to vanquish the terrible foe and 
summer scourge, cholera infantum, try the 
following: 
Give up at once the use of 
milk in any way prepared, either boiled, 
condensed, mixed, in large or small quan­ 
tities, with any of the cereal foods; not a 
drop of milk until the child is well and 
the summer is o v er! 
G et a pound of lean, 
fresh beef; the butcher must out it at least 
an inch thick, from the finest [>ortion of 
the round. 
Use one-half of it for beef 
juice, by rule given la te r; take the other 
half raw upon a plate, hold it steady with 
a fork stuck firmly into the piece near the 
edge, and with a small, sharp steel knife, 
grasped partly by the blade as well as by 
the handle, scrape, away from you, the 
whole length of the beef across the top. 
W hat you thus take from the beef will be 
a line, smooth paste, and for a very sick 
•fciby one-half a teaspoonful will be enough 
for the first feeding. 
Cover the rest of the 
beef closely with a saucer, and put it right 
away on ice, or in the coldest [ilaee, until 
you want to scrape some more to feed the 
child again. 
Sprinkle the scraped beef with a little 
salt, and take small pinches of it in your 
thumb and finger, and put it so upon the 
baby’s tongue. 
A child of live or six 
month- can swallow and digest this fine, 
smooth paste, when every drop of milk 
will turn to curd and acid anil burn its 
poor little stomach. 
Give the child water 
only to drink and crushed ice from a small 
spoon. 
To crush the ice very fine and 
quickly put into a clean, stout cloth, about 
as large as a handkerchief, a piece of ice 
the size of an egg. Take up the four cor­ 
ners of the cloth loosely like a sling, and 
strike the ice, with three or four sharp, 
smart strokes, upon the edge of a marble 
slab or stone window-sill. The ice will be 
mashed finealmost as snow. 
You can give 
five to ten drops of brandy ujiou such 
crushed ice. 
It is a good plan to keep 
some brandy in a small bottle, a little 
sweetened, ready for use in this way. Feed 
the baby often with small quantities of the 
l»eef—one-half teaspoonful every hour, and 
brandy with ice between until you see im­ 
provement, then you can give a little more 
at one time and not quite so often, and 
after forty-eight hours, perhaps sooner, 
some stale bread crumbs and beef juice. 
Crumb fine a piece of bread, stale hut 
perfectly sweet and light, about two inches 
square. 
A little champion cracker will 
do, but bread is better. 
I’our a very little 
boiling water upon it, enough to enable 
you to mash it to a smooth, stiff’ paste. 
Heat a piece of the other half of the beef 
over hot coals, but not enough to cook it. 
Take from the fire upon a hot plate, out it 
into pieces two inches square, score them 
with a sharp knife, sprinkle a little salt 
upon them and squeeze the juice from 
them with a lemon-squeezer. 
(Many poor 
have no lemon-squeezer! 
Well, wash your 
hands very clean in cold water and do your 
best, squeezing with your hands.) 
Mix 
the bread paste and beef juice, and feed 
very slowly, in small quantities, to the 
baby. 
To a baby very weak and young, 
you must feed it with your fingers; a 
stronger child can be fed with a spoon, 
but remember, only small bits at each 
mouthful. 
If the child is old enough to 
swallow bread and butter, when it gets 
better, let it cat 
stale bread, sparely 
buttered, or crumbed into the beef juice 
freely, and give plenty of the raw, scra[>ed 
beef. On this diet three of my little children 
were saved from death by cholera in­ 
fantum, and one ate nothing else for more 
than a year, excepting, after two or three 
months, an occasional baked [«itato, mixed 
with the raw beef, and sometimes a little 
well-boiled rice, with a little sweet butter 
and sugar, and drank only water. A table­ 
spoonful of milk would work instant mis­ 
chief with these three children. 
W ithout drugs, I have succeeded in 
bringing several apparently dying children 
back to life upon this diet of raw-beef 
paste and bread and beef juice. Sometimes 
the persistent use of milk has so inflamed 
the stomach and bowels with its sharp acid 
as to require a corrective. 
Then give lit­ 
tle powders of bi-carbonate of potash—two, 
tlu'ec or five grains each, as the child is 
five or six months or a year old. 
Dissolve 
one in the crushed- ice, and feed the baby 
with it from a small spoon, a powder three 
or four times a day. 
It is very tasteless. 
No doubt your doctor will laugh you to 
scorn when you try to bring your babv 
up on raw beef and bread and butter! But 
“ let those laugh who win !” 
And this is 
the experience of a mother of nine chil­ 
dren .— Chicago In ter- Ocean. 


T he T rav eler's T ree. 
A European on his way from . the coast 
of Madagascar to the capital, Tananarivo, 
in the interior had emptied his water-flask, 
and was suffering from thirst. 
He asked 
one of the natives of his party where lie 
should he able to obtain water. 
“Any time you like,” said the native, 
smiling. 
The European saw no signs of springs of 
water; hut the natives conducted him to a 
group of tall palm-like trees, standing in a 
cluster on the edge of the forest with 
straight trunks and bright green, broad 
leaves growing from the opposite sides ot 
the stalk, and making the tree appear like 
a great fan. 
The white man gazed admir­ 
ingly at the tree. 
“You think it is a fine tree,” said the 
native, “but I will show you what it is 
good for.” 
H e pierced the root of one of the leaf- 
stems at the [»oint where it joined the 
tree, with his -pear, whereupon a stream 
of clear water spurted out, which the Eu­ 
ropean caught in his water-can and found 
cool, fresh and excellent to drink. 
The party having satisfied their thirst 
and taken a supply, the native who bad 
spoken went on : 
“ This tree, which is good for us in more 
ways than one, we call the traveler’s tree.” 
“ But where does the water come from 
th at the tree contains ?” asked the white 
man. 
“ Is it taken from the soil ?” 
“ Ob, no,” saidTlfe native, “ the leaves 
drink in the rain th at falls on them, and 
when it has passed all through them it be­ 
comes very pure aud sweet.” 


H aly’s Olive Oil M anufacturers. 
The member of a large olive oil manu­ 
facturing firm of Port Maurice, Italy, is 
now in St. Louis. 
In an interview he 
said; “ Our olive grounds cover a great 
many acres, and the trees are hundreds, of 
years old. 
They commence bearing at ten 
years, and produce a crop every third year 
thereafter. 
Occasionally a tree will bear 
twice in two years, but this is something 
unusual. 
But a crop at any time is verv 
uncertain, for if we have no rain we have 
no olives. 
The season lasts from six to 
eight months, and every day during thi- 
time we have 100 or more girls gathering 
them. They are never taken from the tree, 
but are picked up as they fall on the 
ground. 
The number of girls necesaary, 
therefore, depend- a 
great deal upon 
whether the wind is blowing or not. After 
the olives are gathered they are carried in 
baskets to the mill, where the oil is pressed 
out of them, 
it is then strained through 
cotton to clarify it. arid it is ready for 
market. 
From 220 pounds of olives we 
will get about thirty pound- of oil, or a 
little over ten per cent. 
The olives which 
ripen in May make the clearest and most 
expensive oil, and that made in September 
is the cheapest. 
We always take our or­ 
ders a year in advance. 
A great amount 
of cotton-seed oil is mixed with a little 
olive oil in this country and sold fi*r the 
pure artii le, but an examination will ex­ 
pose the adulteration.”

One of the articles 
recently decided as eminently suited to 
this country is that valuable textile ramie. 
Persons in different parts of the State have 
for years liecn making tests of this plant. 
Prof. ililgard of the University has in 
connection with the Agricultural Depart­ 
ment of that institution make thorough ex­ 
aminations as to the adaptability of the 
plant to the soil and climate of this State. 
The experiments have all resulted quite 
favorably, and only for a trouble in decor­ 
ticating the fiber that lias existed until 
recently, the plant would now tie one of 
our staple productions. 
The ramie is a species of the nettle 
family, and the fiber is the strongest and 
best produced from any known textile 
plant. 
It can lie used for a great diver­ 
sity of purpo-es. 
It can lie made line and 
glossy like silk, and in a coarser state it 
may he used for cordage and coarse cloths.

line liliers 
are 
much 
stronger 
than silk and the coarse ones superior to 
(lax. 
I p to last year the machinery used for 
decorticating it, made principally on the 
style of those for fiax, have not done satis­ 
factory work ; they failed to separate the 
fiber from the wood and clean away the 
gummy-substances, 
But, as noted in pre­ 
vious issues of the Time*, after long ex­ 
periments, a machine has been patented 
that, it is claimed, overcomes the difficul­ 
ties entirely.

It is stated by Dr. Wyss, of 
tiencva, in Jter T’ortschritt, that consump­ 
tion is unknown or very rare in those 
countries the people of which do not breed 
cattle, as in the polar regions and tropics. 
According to the evidence of competent, 
trustworthy Norwegian medical men, the 
southwestern districts of Norway had re­ 
mained free from tuberculosis until the 
introduction of English cattle. Since then 
this disease has been rapidly spreading. 
Dr. Wyss states that it is not sufficient 
to boil milk nt lñS F. in order to destroy 
the tubercular b a cillu s which the milk 
may contain. 
Hueppe states that the 
sterilization of milk is extremely difficult. 
An elaborate system of experiments, 
■siys the New Nork Medical Times, lias es­ 
tablished the fact that no milk below 1029 
specific, gravity can come from cows in a 
state of health. 
Any milk which falls lie- 
low this standard is either diluted or un­ 
healthy, or is the product of cows in an 
advanced state of pregnancy, in which con­ 
dition the milk is unfit ‘for human con­ 
sumption.

Alps and the sea, front Cross Sound to the 
Copper river, the country consists almost 
entirely of glaciers, at whose bases the ice 
lies buried under millions of tons and hun­ 
dreds of square miles of loose rocks which 
it has carried down from tlie mountains.
